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RUSSIA SATISFIES JAPAN 


Latter Power Accepts the Declar- 
ation Regarding Manchuria. 








Probability of a Conflict Removed, as 
All the Other Powers Have Adopt- 
é ed the Same Attitude.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Japanese 
Minister, Mr. Takahira, to-day received ad- 
vices from the Foreign Office at Tokio en- 
tirely dispelling the alarming reports as to 
@ probable Russo-Japanese rupture and 
showing that the Japanese Government ac- 
cepted the latest declaration of Russia in 
regard to Manchuria with the same sense 
of satisfaction as that with which it was 
received in the United States. Mr. Taka- 
hira called at the State Department and in- 
formed Secretary Hay of the gratifying 
turn of events. 

The position of Japan, as now defined in 
the highest official quarter, is practically 
the same as that of the United States. A 
Russian communication was delivered to 
Japan at the same time, as another was 
given to the American Government, and, 
although the texts differ slightly, they are 


alike in all material points. The Japanese 
Government now makes known that it ac- 
cepts this declaration as made in entire 
ood faith, and, like the United States, it 

S$ quite satisfied to leave the Manchuria 
question in its present status. 

The assurances given by Russia are of 
such a character that the Japanese author- 
ities confidently look forward to a course 
of action which will remove the perplexity 
and dangers in which the issue has been 
involved thus far. As the other powers 
already have indicated their acceptance of 
the Russian declaration, the course of 
Japan removes the last possibility of divi- 
sion, and appears to restore the harmoni- 
ous concert which has thus far existed in 
dealing with China,

YOKOHAMA, April 10.—The Nishin-Shin- 

i-Eshi, a leading newspaper, which re- 
lects the Government's views, applauds 
Russia’s judgment and love of peace, and 
Says the great desideratum now is the res- 
toration to the Chinese Government of ef- 
fective authority, adding: 

‘“* Russia cannot justly be condemned for 
the adoption of measures to protect rights 
acquired in Manchuria. Under the present 
conditions the duty of preserving order in 
Manchuria would devolve upon those re- 
sponsible for Russia’s withdrawal. It would 
not conduce to Japan’s interests to accept 
such a responsibility.’’ 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 10.—The Rus- 
gian press is abandoning that reserve with 
which it first discussed the Government's 
gecrsration on the subject of Manchuria. 

t now declares that the joy with which 
the British press greeted China’s refusal 
to n the Manchuria agreement was un- 
called, for. It says the signing of a new 
understanding with China is merely post- 
poned, since the ‘convention would be ad- 
Vantageous to China. 

One paper says: 

“Our London friends overlooked the fact 
that in dissuading China from —— the 
agreement they did not hasten the evacu- 
ation of Manchuria, but strengthened Rus- 
sia’s position.” 


| RUSSIA TO TAKE REVENGE. 


Report that Minister de Giers Will in. 
Future Support the Policy of 
the Utmost Severity. 

LONDON, April 11.—Dr. Morrison, wiring 
to The Times from Peking, says: 

““M. de Giers demands the return of all 
communications to the Chinese authorities 
from the Russian Legation regarding the 
Manchurian negotiations, and he has 
warned Li-Hung-Chang that, instead of 
being as heretofore an advocate of the Chi- 
nese cause in the conferences of the Min- 
isters of the powers, he will henceforth sup- 
port the policy of the utmost severity.

YANG-YU ASSAULTED? 


Dispatch to Paris Says the Minister Was 
Fatally Injured by Count Lams- 
dorf’s Servants. 


PARIS, April 10.—The Patrie publishes a 
dispatch from St. Petersburg, which says 
that the Chinese Minister there, Yang- 
Yu, gravely insulted Count Lamsdorf, the 


Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, dur- 
ing a discussion of the Manchuria question. 

t is said that the Count ordered his 
pocmers to put the Chinese Minister out, 
and that Yang-Yu was thrown down stairs 
and fatally injured in the head. 


KILLED HIS PRISONER. 


Deputy Marshal Shot Man Who Planned 
a Train Robbery. 


AINSWORTH, Neb., April 10.—Deputy 
United States Marshal Frederick M. Hans, 
who is also special agent for the Fremont, 
Elkhorn and Missouri Railway, shot and 
killed David O. Luse in the latter’s home, 
near here, last night. Hans called at the 
Luse home, and after a short conversation 
placed Luse under arrest and ordered him 
to prepare for a trip to Omaha. Luse 
asked permission to get his overcoat from 
another room. Hans followed him. lLuse 
is said to have reached behind the over- 
coat and secured a shotgun hidden there. 
As he wheeled around, Hans shot him 
twice through the heart. 


OMAHA, Neb., April 10.—Railroad of-’ 
ficials in this city authorized the state- 
ment to-day that Deputy Marshal Hans 
killed David Luse at Ainsworth last night, 
after having arrested him to prevent a 
well-planned train robbery. Further par- 
ticulars were not forthcoming, however.

The Teutonic in After a Stormy Passage 
—London Paper Says He May Set- 
tle Isthmian Canal Problem. 


LONDON, April 11.—The Teutonic arrived 
at Queenstown last evening at 8:41 o’clock 
after a stormy passage. J. P. Morgan, who 
is on board, is well. 

The White Star Line officials issued spe- 
cial orders that no reporters were to be al- 
lowed to board the Teutonic at Queenstown 
owing to the presence of Mr. Morgan on 
board. ‘ 

The Pall Mall Gazette yesterday, discuss- 
ing a cabled suggestion that Mr. Morgan’s 
visit to Europe concerns not only the Steel 
Trust but the Panama Canal project, con- 
siders it probable that the strong feeling of 
British ship owners in favor of the Panama 


route has had some influence with Mr. Mor- 


gan, and says: 

“Mr. Morgan now has the chance of 
bringing the great moneyed people and ship 
owners of Great Britain and those of the 
United States together on this question of 
an interoceanic canal. His presence in this 
country may consolidate the ideas on this

MAYOR JOHNSON’S PLANS. 


He Intends to Make the Corporations 
Pay More Taxes—The Three- 
Cent Fare Scheme.

CLEVELAND, April 10.—Mayor Tom L. 
Johnson has formulated a plan to readjust 
taxation in this city, which has caused 
great concern among the corporations. He 
has appointed Peter Witt one of the de- 
cennial appraisers to copy the tax valua- 
tions from the city’s tax maps. When he 
learns the actual ‘money value of the cor- 
porations, it is understood that the Mayor 
will go before the City Board of Equaliza- 
tion and demand that the corporations be 
made to pay taxes which the Mayor be- 
lievés would be equitable. The special ob- 


ject of the Mayor's attack will be the 
street and steam railroads. 

There is much talk about the proposed 
three-cent fare lines which are to be un- 
dertaken by Martin Mullen, a retired coal 
man, and by Albert L. Johnson, a brother 
of the Mayor. Officials of the old lines 
say that the three-cent fare is an absolute 
impossibility. Mr. Johnson says he will 
double the size of the cars in use now, and 
he proposes to parallel the lines: of the 
old companies. e@ expects no trouble in 
getting a franchise here, and says he will 
demonstrate to the people of this city that 
the three-cent fare is feasible. , 


CHLOROFORM FOR A BOY. 


Given to Him by a Negro Who Had 
Driven to His House. 

What may have been an effort to kidnap 
Clifford Fountain, four years old, of 4,028 
Park Avenue, yesterday morning, was frus- 
trated by an iceman. While the boy was 
playing on the front porch of his home a 
wagon containing a colored and a white 
man drove up. The colored» man left the 
wagon, holding in his hand a tin can. He 
walked up to the boy, and telling him to 
hold his handkerchief, poured some of the 
contents of the can on it. He then told the

Fountain placed the handkerchief to his 
nose, but soon took it away, exclaiming: 
“No, that smells nasty.” 

An iceman appeared at the house at this 
time and the colored man jumped in the 
wagon and drove away. The can, which 
was left on the front porch, was carried 
into the house by the boy. The boy’s moth- 
er threw the can among the ashes. 

Shortly after the Fountain boy went to 
sleep and did not wake for several hours. A 
neighbor who called atthe house detected 
he smell of chioroform, and then Capt. 
Price of the Tremont police was notified.

Prof. Goodwin to Leave Harvard.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 10. — Prof. 
William Goodwin, Professor of Greek at 
Harvard, has handed in his resignation, to 
take effect at the end of the present aca- 
demic year. This came as somewhat of a 
surprise. Prof. Goodwin has a _ world- 
wide reputation as a Greek student, and 
has received degrees from many of the 


leading classical institutions in the world. 
His reason for resigning is old age, al- 
though he is but seventy. He was grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1851, and since then 
has studied in Germany and done consid- 
erable archaeological work about Athens 
and anqent Troy.

Woodruff, Chairman Dunn of the Re- 
publican State Committee, Senator Raines, 
and Assemblyman Kelsey. The proposed 
changes were carefully gone over and thor- 
oughly discussed. Lieut. Gov. Woodruff 
afterward, said that no definite conclusion 
was reached. Senator Raines said to-night 
that his committee would meet to- morrow 
and go over the bill. 








S. V. White Argues His Own Case. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Argument was 
heard in the United States Supreme Court 
to-day in the case of Collector Treat of 
New York against ex-Congressman S. V. 
White of Brooklyn. The case involves the 
question whether a Stock Exchange “ call” 
is a contract and therefore taxable under 
the war revenue law. Mr. White argued 
his own case. 





President Aids a Canton Project. 


CANTON, Ohio, April 10.--President Mc- 
Kinley has donated $5,000 toward a fund of 
$30,000 necessary to secure the erection of a 
new and modern hotel in this city. The 
hotel will be built on the site of the re- 
cently burned Saxton block. M. C. Barber 
has written the President on behalf of Can- 
ton people asking that he allow the hotel 
to be called the McKinley. The new build- 
ing will cost $100,000.

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CENTRAL STRIKE | 
MAY BE AYERTE 


Grievance Committee to Call Upon 
Manager Warren To-day. 








Reopening of the Negotiations, Iit-Is 
Thought, Means a Settlement 
of All Trouble. 





The Grievance Committee of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey employes, it was 
learned late last night, has been summoned 
to New York and will have a conference 
to-day with General Manager Warren. The 
reopening of the negotiations, it was be- 
‘lieved on all sides, means the settlement of 
all the trouble amicably and no strike. 

A conference, it was also learned late 
last night, will be held this -forenoon be- 
tween Superintendent Olhausen, District 
Superintendent Wentz, and members of the 
Board of Co-operation of the different di- 
visions. This was agreed to at the re- 
quest of John V. Waite and Timothy Shea, 
representing the engineers and firemen, re- 
spectively, on the board. 

Waite and Shea called on the officials at 
Jersey City yesterday afternoon and said 


they would like to open negotiations again, 


with the officers. They believed that they 
might be able to settle matters so far as 
their organizations were concerned. They 
were asked what was to be done about the 
trainnien, and one of them is reported to 
have said: ‘‘Oh, bother the trainmen.” 
They decided, however, that it would be 


better to call on other members of the 
board, and the result was the agreement 
for the conference this forenoon. 

It was also said on good authority that 
the strike talk which has been going on 
so long has had an effect already in less- 
ening the passenger traffic, and that if 
some decision is not reached quickly the 
company may take the initiative. It is 
claimed that a great many of the men do 
not want any trouble, and would go out 
simply as victims of the others if a strike 
was called. A strike would affect the Bal- 
timore and Ohio and the Reading lines, as 
the trains are operated for both as far as 
Bound Brook by Central crews, and are 
taken charge of by their own crews at 
Bound Brook. On the return trip they are 
again taken charge of by the Central men 
at Bound Brook. 

When seen by a New YorK TIMES re- 
porter on the subject of a possible confer- 
ence with any committee, General Manager 
Warren said: 

“The offices of the company are always 
oyen to the employes of the road, whether 
they, come in committees or one by one, 
and my office hours are from 9 o'clock in 
the morning until 4 o’clock in the after- 
neon.” 

He said that he was rot going to meet the 
Big Five, but would not say that he was 
not going to meet a committee of the em- 
picyes.  “ 

It was said yesterday afternoon that even 
if the secret ballot is in faver of a strike, 
the strike will not be declared at once. It 
will be assumed that since the big chiefs 
went away from New York, Mr. Warren 
may be induced to see matters in a new, 
light, and, as the power of vetoing the 
strike Hes with the five chiefs, the latter, 
armed with the knowledge that the vote is 
in favor of a strike, will make a final at- 
tempt to see Mr. Warren. 

From the statements of E. E. Clarke, 
Grand Chief of the Conductors, and other 
heads of organizations, that if they saw 
Mr...Warren, the whole trouble ceuld be 
settled in a few’ minutes, it is believed there 
is very little to settle. 





May Tie Up All Morgan Railroads. 


EASTON, Penn., April 10.—A matter that 
will delay a strike on the New Jersey Cen- 
tral is the fact that the chiefs do not pro- 
pose to call out the men only on one line, 
but should the Central employes be re- 
fused their demands every railroad con- 
trolled by the Morgan interests, it is said, 
will be tied up if the brotherhoods can 
bring about this result. This would mean 
that the men on ‘the Lehigh Valley, Read- 
ing, Erie, and Delaware and Hudson would 
be asked to quit work at a given time. 


More Pay for Delaware and Hudson Men 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 10.—As”a result of a 
threat of 2,000 men to strike unless the de- 
mands of part of their number were com- 
plied with, the Delaware and Hudson Com- 
pany has agreed to pay the machinists, 
boilermakers, and car builders employed In 
its shops at Carbonville, Penn., Green Isl- 
and, and Oneonta a uniform rate of time 
and. a quarter for all work performed on 
Sundays and overtime. Trouble hes been 
brewing in the company’s sheps at Carbon- 
dale and Green Island for ‘some time, and 
a conference of committees from the shop 
employes was in session here to-day, while 
at Carbondale the men struck for the ex- 
tra pay. . 


CHARITY PATIENT’S SUIT. 


Asks $25,000 for Loss of Sight—City De- 
fends Action Against Dr. Ed- 
ward Sprague Peck. 


A suit for $25,000 has been started against 
a surgeon who performed an operation at 
the City Hospital, and Corporation Counsel 
Whalen has been called upon to defend the 
action. The case is in many respects one 
of the most peculiar the city officials say 
that they have had to deal with since con- 
solidation. 

Peter Ryan, the plaintiff in the action, 
claims that he was suffering from a cata- 
ract, but that his sight was not greatly 
impaired. On Oct. 17, 1900, he went to the 
City Hospital, and Dr. Edward Sprague 
Peck said that an operation should be per- 
formed and promised the patient that his 
sight would be fully restored, At first Mr. 


Ryan refused to allow the surgeon to per- 
form the operation, but after repeated as- 
surances that his sight would be fully re- 
stored he consented. 

Ryan claims in his suit that he lost his 
sight as a result of the operation, and he 
charges negligence. He says that he is 
now unable to make-a living. He was a 
charity patient at the ‘hospital. 

In the answer filed by the Corporation 
Counsel it is stated that while Ryan claims 
that the operation was negligently per- 
formed the reverse is the case. The an- 
swers sets up that Ryan removed the band- 
ages from his right eye against the advice 
of the surgeons and that the loss of his 
sight was due to his own carelessness. 

it is also claimed that Dr. Peck should 
not be compelled to pay damages, as he was 








giving his services gratuitously and re- 
ceived no compensation for performing the 
operation. The city is not made a party 


to the suit, but defends the action, as Dr. 
Peck was in the service of the City Hos- 


pital. 
WORKMEN OBJECT TO TAXATION. 


Quit Work When Wages Are Withheld 
to Pay Poll Tax. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 10.—The plant 
of the Dimmick Pipe Company at North 
Birmingham, employing 200 men, closed 
down yesterday because a Deputy Tax Col- 
lector served garnishments on the em- 
ployes for the non-payment of poll tax. 

A large number of the men are from the 
North, and were not aoorinet of the Bir- 
mingham system of paying poll tax until 
they found that, on notices from a Justice 
of the Peace, $5.80 had been held back from 
their wages to pay the Tax Collector. The 
men became indignant and. many of them

Reports of Demoralizing Results Reach 
the War Department—Bars at 
Fort Monroe. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The would-be 
keepers of grog shops for soldiers at Fort 
Monroe seem likely to be disappointed. 
They had expected that the War Depart- 
ment would hold that the Chamberlain and 
Hygeia Hotels, being on Government res- 
ervations, would’ be subject to the prohi- 
bition of the law against the sale of liquors 
on military reservations. 

Gen. Lieber, Judge Advocate General, has 
been looking into the matter carefully, 
and has found, and so reports to Secretary 
Root, that the Hygeia Hotel is clearly sub- 
‘ject to the law, as it is on a reservation 
solely under the control of the United 
States Government. With the Chamberlain 


Hotel a different state of things existed. 
The consent and authority. of the State of 
Virginia were invoked to secure permis- 
sion to build that hotel, and it was given 
with the considefation that while the hotel 
remained it should be under the authority 
of Virginia, but upon its removal the land 
was to revert to the United States. 

Gen. Lieber so’ holds, and the hotel people 
need only to secure their license from the 
State to be able to sell liquor. Only the 
width of a narrow street separates the two 
hotels, and it is probable that the soldiers 
of the garrison will not need to patronize 
the grog shops that are watiing to enjoy 
the business that is forbidden to be carried 
on under the restrictions formerly observed 
in the post exchanges. 

Man Feposts are being daily received at 
the ar Department of the demoralizing 
results of the abolition of the canteen. The 
law has shut up the bars formerly per- 
mitted in the exchanges, but has promoted 
the development of bars that sell bad 
whisky and afford some other temptation 
threatening to the health and morals of the 
soldiers. The general tone of comment is 
to deplore the ‘‘reform’’ established by 
Congress, and it is the common expectation 
that court-martial cases and military con- 
victs will increase greatly this year as com- 
pared with last year. 


BOY MESSENGER ACCUSED. 


William Kolowits Arrested on _ the’ 
Charge of Sending Threatening Let- 
ters to Cigar Manufacturers. 


William Kolowits, a messeng sixteen 
years old, living at 247 West Thirty-second 
Street, was arrested last night by Detec- 
tives Hay and Miley of the Union Market 
Station, charged with attempted blackmaiL 

Debrovsky & Lengyal, cigar manufactur- 
ers at 20 Avenue B, on April 3 received a 
letter signed ‘‘ L. M., U. S. Deputy Collect- 
or,’’ in which the writer said he, had infor- 
mation to the effect that the firm was vio- 
lating the Federal laws, and that unless 
$100 was forthcoming within six days there 
would be trouble for them. The firm paid 
no attention to the letter. Yesterday after- 
noon a boy brought another letter to the 
firm with the same signature. The letter 
read: 

“Deliver to bearer $100 cash, as stated 


in my letter of the 3d inst. Give it to bear- 
er-and do not follow him, as if you do you 
will be killed. One hundred dollars cash and 
we will leave you alone.” 

The letter was ignored, and the boy was 
sent away. A few hours later the boy re- 
turned with another letter addressed to the 
firm and with the same signature. This let- 
ter read: 

.‘“I have sent down a boy and you di 
not give him the $100 cash, Now if you'd 
not give the uy the amount 1. will send 
both of you to Sing Sing for twenty years 
at hard labor. You had better pay and 
save trouble.” ‘ 

Mr. Lengyal was in the office. He told 
the boy to waft while he procured the 
money. Mr. Lengyal. then went to the 
Union Market Station and told Sergt. Hulse 
about the letters. «The Sergeant marked a 
ten-dollar bill and, giving it to Mr. Len- 
gyal, sent Detectives Hay and Miley to 
the firm's office. 

The money was given to the boy, who was’ 
told to deliver it to the person who had 
sent him with the letter. The detectives 
followed the boy to Third Avenue and Ave- 
nue e where they. saw him deliver the 
money to Kolowitz. The latter was then 
arrested. 

At the station. house Kolowitz exclaimed, 
“I'll sue you detectives for false arrest.”’ 
He denied writing the letters, but speci- 
mens of his handwriting, according to the 

olice, campare favorably with the letters. 

n hls pocket was found a novel, ‘‘ The 
Young Crusader.”’ 

The boy who delivered the letter, Louis 
Daisy, thirteen years old, of 185 Seventh 
Street, was sent to the Children’s Society 
as a witness. 


ARMOUR GIVES $1,000,000. 


P. O Armour Joins Her Son 
Gift to the Armour Institute.

CHICAGO, April 10.—The Rev. Frank W. 
Gunsaulus turned a corner sharply to-day 
and ran into J. Ogden Armour. They 
laughed and chatted a few minutes, and 
then Mr. Armour said in the most casual 
way: 

“By the by, doctor, mother and I have 
decided to give you $1,000,000 for the In- 
stitute. Excuse me, I must catch that car,”’ 
and he was off like a streak. 

Mr. Gunsaulus, speaking of the incident 
afterward, said:* ‘‘l was dazed for a mo- 
ment and could hardly believe my ears. 
And wasn't it given in just the Armour 
way?” 

Sy mour Institute was endowed by the 
late P. D. Armour with $2,500,000. It is one 
of the finest schools of the sort in the 
country, and Mr., Armour was very proud 
of it and the work it did. lt was he who 

ot Dr. Gunsaulus to accept its Presidency. 
When Mr. Armour died there was no 
further prevision made for the school. Fle 
had said that if His heirs wished to make 
any more gifts to it they could do so, but 
he would not make it obligatory upon them.

TELLS HER SECRET 


She Says She Was George F. Gil- 
man’s Adopted Daughter. 





As Such She Claims the Entire Estate 
of the Late Merchant and 
Millionaire. 


Mrs. Helen Potts Hall, wife of Blakeley 
Hall, the newspaper publisher, and former- 
ly an actress, now avers that she was the 
adopted daughter of the late tea merchant 
and eccentric millionaire of Bridgeport, 
George Francis Gilman. She made known 
her secret yesterday in suits filed here and 
in Hartford, Conn., in which she claims 
the entire estate of the deceased. 

When Gilman died, Mrs. Hall stated that 
he had left his estate to her. No will was 
found, however, and there was great spec- 
ulation as to the basis of her claim. She 
would not tell. She allowed administrators 
to be appointed here and in Connecticut 
without protest. Lawyers for the relatives 


said her claim was all “ bluff.’” Now she 
has told her secret. 
Her claim is based, in short, upon the 


following allegation: That George Francis 
Gilman had great personal regard for her, 
and that on Nov. 1, 1900, he entered into an 
agreement with her according to which 
if she would act as his daughter until his 
death she should inherit all his property. 
She says that she fulfilled her part of the 
agreement. 

The lawyers for the numerous heirs, full- 
blood and half-blood, were not aware until 
late yesterday afternoon of the nature of 
Mrs Hall's claim upon the estate. Her 
move did not find the heirs unprepared, 
however, for they say’ they had been ex- 
pecting something of this kind, and are 
ready to push the matter to the bitter end. 
The heirs will file an early answer to Mrs. 
Hall’s suit, and they will demand that the 
case be heard with exteeding dispatch. 

Mrs. Hall's suit has had the further aef- 


fect of bringing all the heirs together. 
Notwithstanding the disputes the applica- 
tion for administrators in Connecticut 
brought about, the heirs, both full blood 
and half blood, had agreed before yester- 
day that in the event of any suit being 
brought by Mrs. Hall, they would all com- 
bine to fight it. It-was said yesterday by 
ohe of the lawyers interested, that attor- 
neys for all the heirs have been in daily 
consultation for some time past, and that 
they are in full accord in what they do 
now. 


MRS.HALLASKS FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


In the suit brought in the New York Su- 
preme Court, Mrs. Hall, through her at- 
torneys, Hatch & Wickes, seeks to enjoin 
the Bridgeport Trust Company, as adminis- 
trator of the Connecticut estate, and the 
heirs-at-law and next of kin of Mr. Gil- 
man, from interfering with George H. 
Hartford in his management of the -busi- 


ness of the Atlantic and Pacific Tea Com- 
pany, from which Mr. Gilman realized his 
vast fortune. Mrs. Hall asks the court to 
énjoin both the Connecticut and New York 
administrators of the estaté from interfer- 
ing with it in any way, except so far as it 
may be et to use it payment of 
debts and other lawful expenses. 

The tea business, Mrs. Hall says, was 
conducted in twenty differént States, and 
comprised over 200 stores, in all of which 
the late Mr. Gilman, in co-partnership with 
Mr. Hartford, carried on the business. This 
part of the complaint is regarded as inter- 
esting because it has been understood that 
the Bridgeport Trust Company, as admin- 
istrator, takes the position that Mr. Hart- 
ford was manager only. and not a part 
owner in the tea business. 

Mrs. Hall, in setting forth the reason why 
she claims she is entitled to share in Mr. 
Gilman's. estate, alleges that for several 
years prior to his death, ‘‘ He, having con- 
ceived a strong personal regard for this 
plaintiff, and being desirous that she should 
become a member of his household, adopt- 
ed this plaintiff as his daughter, and did 
make her a member of his household, and 
thereafter, until the time of his death, 
plaintiff resided with him 4s his daughter, 
receiving from him the care, support, and 
affection of a father, managing his house- 
hold, and rendering to him the same obe- 
dience and affection as if she had been 
his natural daughter." 

In consideration of her services and af- 
fection, she avers, and as an inducement 
for her to render, the same as long as she 
lived, ‘‘and for other good and valuable 
consideration, Mr. Gilman, on Nov. 1, 1900, 
entered into an agreement with her that 
if she should continue to live with him and 
care for him as a daughter until the time 
of his death, she should have and be enti- 
tled to all his property, both real and per- 
sonal, as fully and to the same extent as if 
she were his sole lawful issue.’”’ 


SAYS SHE LIVED UP TO IT. 


Mrs. Hall says she at all times lived up 
to this agreement, ‘‘ according to the true 
intent thereof, abandoning for such pur- 
pose, and upon the wish and desire of said 
Gilman, all other prospects in life, and de- 
voting herself solely to his care, welfare, 
and happiness, as a daughter should. 

“That the considerations and services so 
rendered by plaintiff were. as she Verily be- 
lieves, of great value and benefit to the 


said George F. Gilman, and were so appre- 
ciated and regarded by him, and were no 
less than would have been rendered by a 
datghter, but that the same are of such a 
character that they cannot be readily meas- 
ured, and are not capable of exact ascer- 
tainment or valuation. 

Mrs. Hall says none of Mr. Gilman's rela- 
tives lived on terms of intimacy or cordial- 
ity with him, but had for many years been 
estranged from’ him, and many of them 
were bitterly hostile to him. She says that 
relatives of Mr. Gilman instituted litigation 
against him arising out of his father's 
estate, which caused an estrangement be- 
tween him and them for many years before 
his death. 

Mrs. Hall alludes to the appointment of 
Theophilus Gilman and Edward L. Norton 
as temporary administators in this State, 
and says that ‘the proceedings in the Sur- 
rogate’s Court here were taken without 
notice to her. She then deals with the pro- 
bate proceedings in Connecticut, and claims 
that the appointment of the Bridgeport 
Trust Company as administrator in Con- 
necticut wag improper and-illegal. The ap- 
peal, however, cannot be heard, she says, 
for a considerable time, and a final de- 
cision could only be reached after long and 
expensive ligitation, the expense of which 
should be chiefly borne by Mr. Gilman's 
estate, 

Mrs. Hall adds that it is immaterial to 
determine the question of the legality of 
the probate proceedings as in view of her 
agreement with Mr. Gilman all his estate 
belongs to her, and the contest will unnec- 
essarily waste the estate and irreparably 
damage her. 


HER ATTORNEY NON-COMMITTAL. 

Edward 8S. Hatch of Hatch & Wickes, 
Mrs. Hall’s attorneys, was asked last night 
if he would make known the nature of the 
evidence upon which Mrs. Hall would rely 
to prove the agreement between herself and 


Gilman. 

“TI do not care to say whether it was a 

verbal or a written agreement,” replied 
. Hatch. 

me. If Mrs. Hall was ént:tled to the whole 

estate, why did she not ask that her inter- 

ests be respected in the appointment of ad- 

ministrators in Connecticut?’’ Mr. Hatch 

was further asked. 

‘* Because it would not have been proper 
to do so,” he answered. 

Mr. Hatch further refused to disclose the 
legal steps he proposed taking to enforce 
Mrs. Hall's rights. He declined, in addition, 
to say why he had waited so long to make 
known the basis of his client's claim.

“IT doubt very much,” continued Mr.

It was learned yesterday that while the 
heirs are agreed in their determination to 
fight-Mrs. Hall, they are not agreed upon 
two essential points. Part of the full-blood 
heirs are determined to take every meas- 
ure to oust the Bridgeport Trust Company 


from the administratorship of the estate 
and have appointed one of the heirs. The 
other full-blood relatives are equally de- 
termined to back up the Probate Court in 
that appetntment. 

The half-blood heirs have not surrendered 
their claim that George Francis Gilman was 
a resident of New York. When the time 
comes, said one of the law ors yesterday, 
they will seek to prove nis New York 
domicile. The full-blood heirs, likewise, 
will attempt to establish a Connecticut 
domicile, 

The action of Mrs. Hall in refusing to 
appear in the administrator . proceedings 
was explained by a lawyer yesterday to 
have this probable algadieamics. Had she 
claimed the estate before the Probate 
Court she would have been then and there 
compelled to establish her claim. If it had 
been granted, she would have had thrown 
upon her ail the tea stores and the re- 
mainder of this great property in such a 
condition that she could not get any sort 
of value for it. 

If administrators were appointed, on the 
other hand, they would turn as much of the 
estate as possible into cash, and it would 
be settled up in such a way that she would 
get the greatest possible value out of it. 
f she had made her claim and the ap- 
ointment of administrators had been de- 
ayed until any controversy upon the sub- 
ject should be settled, it was explained that 
the estate would have suffered very ma- 
terially, to.the detriment of all parties 
in interest. , ’ 

As the case now stands, Mrs. Hall can sue 
the administrators for the possession of the 
estate, and be herself saved all the bother 
of looking after it. She has placed herself 
in a position to demand that no money be 
paid to any of the heirs until her claim is 
adjudicated.

KNEW GOEBEL WAS DOOMED. 


Ex-Gov. Taylor, W. O. Bradley, 
Counsel, Swears, Said “‘ Goebel 
Will Not Live 24 Hours.” 

FRANKFORT, Ky., April 10.—Ex-Gov. 
W. O. Bradley, chief counsel for ex-Gov. 
W. S. Taylor, in the Gubernatorial contest 
case before the Legislature last year, gave 
sensational testimony to-day in the trial 
of Capt. Garnett D. Ripley, who is charged 
with conspiracy, with others, to bring 
about the murder of William, Goebel. 

Mr. Bradley detailed a conversation 
which he said he had had with Capt. Ripley 
while the latter was in charge of his mili- 
tary company. during the occupancy of the 
State Capitol by the Taylor troops last 
Spring, in which Ripley told him of fre- 
quent conferences with Gov. Taylor, prior 
to the assassination. The witness said 
Ripley told him he was in the executive 
office the day before the shooting, and 
complained to Taylor because he had not 
called .out his (Ripley's) company, and 
asked him when he should have the com- 
pany ready. Taylor, said Mr. Bradley, re- 

lied: 

My God, haven't you brought them 
yet? Goebel will not live twenty-four 
hours,’ or ‘cannot live twenty-four hours,’ 
I have forgotten which he said.”’ 

Judge W. H. Yost, associate counsel with 
Bradley in the contest case, according to 
the witness, was present and heard the 
conversation. In response to a auestion as 
to whether he, the witness, heard of any 
ccnspiracy to kill Mr. Goebel, the witness 
stated that on Jan. 25, the day the train- 
lead of mountaineers arrived, some one, he 
could not now recall who, told him that 
parties in the crowd were waiting in front 
of the State House to kill Goebel. 

“TI said,’’ erntinued the witness, “it 
shall be stopped. I will go in the Senate 
Chamber and come out with Goebel, and 
see that he is not hurt or insulted. I looked 
up and saw Wharton’Golden and told him 
to get Finlay, Culton, and others, and 
send them to me. 

“He said: ‘Goebel is not going to be 
hurt.’ Culton and Finlay told me it was a 
fake, and that there was nothing im it; 
they condemned,violence as I did.”’ 

The witness was turned over to the de- 
fense. The defense asked if he knew any- 
thing of any connection of Ripley with 
these occurrences. Mr. Bradley said Ripley 
had none, so far as he knew. Asked if 
Ripley’s compa ny had not been disbanded 
at this time, witness said he thought it 
was disbanded about that time. 

Several other witnesses were examined, 
but their testimony failed to directly im- 
plicate Capt. Ripley.

It is understood that although De Wet, at 
his recent interview with Botha, refused te 
surrender, Gen. Botha, régarding him as ire 
responsible, undertakes to negotiate or be- 
half of the entire Boer forces. 

The British authorities here consider that 
if Gen. Botha surrenders, De Wet's follows 
ing can be easily taken. 


LONDON, April 11.—“ It is semi-officially 
asserted here,’’ says the Cape Town core 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph, “ that 


Gen. Botha has had another interview with 
Lord Kitchener, in which he informed him 
that he had seen Gen. De Wet, who still 
refused to entertain the idea of surrender 
on any terms.’

The company has offered a reward of 
10,000 marks for the restitution of the 
stolen bars or for the discovery of the 
thieves. 

Capt. Engelbart of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse is of the opinion that the gold 
was stolen at either New York or Cher- 
bourg. The police here, as a result of their 
inquiries, think the robbery was probably 
committed: in New York. 





PARIS, April*10.—Neither the Cherbourg 
nor the Paris police have found any trace 
of the gold bars missing from the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse or of the thieves, They 
are confident that the bars were not landed 
in France, and think they are still aboard 
the vessel, and will be found concealed in 
the hold. ce 

The only suspicious incident on board the 
steamer was a fight hetween two niembers 
of the crew on the e¥@ of her ar ivalzat 
Cherbourg, in which b -— were ptabbed 
with knives, A little later the fobbéry*was 
discovered. These‘*particulars were tele- 
graphed to Bremen.

LONDON, April 11.—The offer of a _re- 
ward for the return'of the gold Stolen from 
the Kaisér Wilhelm} der>Grosse or fer the 
discovery of the thieves appéars to effect- 
ually dispose of the theory first advanced, 
that the bars were stolen previous to hav- 
ing been put on board the steamer. 

No clues seem to be forthcoming regard- 
ing the perpetrator of the robbery. Passen- 
gers of the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse who 
were landed at Southampton 6tated that 
they knew nothing of the mata until they 
read it in the méwspapers yesterday morn- 


ing. 

There were no special precautions. or 
searchings when the passengers disem- 
barked at Southampton, though some com- 
ment had been caused by the delay of seven 
hours in landing the passengers at Cher- 
bourg, where the steamer arrived at 11 
olclock on Monday night. Jontrary to 
custom, the passengers were kept on board 
until 6 o'clock in the morning: The otfi- 
cers of the steamer explained that the 
tender would not come out, but this failed 
to satisfy the impatient passengers, who, 
however, were quite ignorant, until they 
landed, that their detention was due to the 
— investigation consequent. upon the 
theft. 

The passengers are inclined to believe 
that the rebbery must have’ been accom- 
plished by an individual exceptionally con- 
versant with the arrangemefits of the 
steamship company, forMot one-of the cab- 
in passengers, apparently, knew that there 
was gold on board, much less, where it 
was kept. 





Herman Winter, acting manager in New 
York of the North German Lloyd Steam- 
ship Company, received a cable dispatch 
eer in regard to the ‘loss of three 
ars of gold from one of the kegs carried 
in the strong room of the steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse. 

The missing gold ‘was part of a ipuawat 
by the National City Bank, amounting to 
$505,003.90, and consisting of seventy bars 
packed.in eight kegs. Mr. Winter said 
yesterday : 

“Our cable dispatch states that when the 
specie room. was. opened, it was discovered 
that one of the kegs in which there were 
gold bars had been brokén open. The dis- 
patch said that apparently three .go 
bars, valued in the aggregate at $20,000, 
wete missing. We have no information 
here as t6 how the robbery was committed. 


“ Apparently the theft was not.discoyered 
un Rude peepome -persor ad gone ashore, 
oth: ‘ he search i tuted after the 
theft was discovered might have revealed 
the missing buHion. ‘ae ‘ 

“We jtave not yet had time. to make a 
rigid exarhination as to haw. the bullion 
was handled on this side. If there was no 
deviation from. ouremsual -rhethod of re- 
ceiving the gold, tH®*theft could not have 
occurred here. We are .now making a 
thorough investigation as'to how. the kegs 
of gold W®re sent from thé Assayer’s Office 
1o the specie room of the. ship.. Thus-far 
everything on this side appears to he regu- 


ar. . 
‘All the bars were in small, iron-bound, 
oaken kegs, each of which was sealed and 
put in the ship’s treasure vault, which is 
steel-bound, having a steel door and patent 
steel bars. The door is unlocked by two 
keys, which have to be used simultaneous- 
ly. One of these keys is ‘kept by -the 
purser and the other by tHe chief oficer. 

“‘The bars were taken from keg No. 4.” 

The gold was packed at the Assay Office 
by James F. Shay, the cooper, while two 
representatives of the bank “were. present. 
The bars were packed lengthwise in the 
kegs, with plenty of sawdust. to prevent 
abrasion, and as each keg was closed, 
rimmed, and nailed, sealing wax was ap- 

lied at the ends, uniting pieces of red 
ape, which had been inserted near the 
rims. 

Frederick Barkley,. the truckman who 
carried thé gold to the steamship, said 
yesterday that ‘two bank representatives 
accompanied his meh.fo the’ piers and saw 
that the gold was delivered. rb 

The bank will sustain no loss, because the 
shipment was covered by policies of marine 
insurance, assuming Hability~for-loss ‘‘ in 
transit.” ek 

At the National City Bank it .was stated 
that the gold was delivered to the steam- 
ship company in proper shape, but» beyond 
that nothing was known of the matter, ex- 
cept that the seal of a keg, supposed to 
contain nine bars, was found to be broken, 
and the keg contained six bars. when the 
steamship reached the other side. 

Robert A. Pinkerton. talking of the loss 
yesterday, said that if the work had been 
done by professional thieves, they might 
have obtained impressions of the two keys 
to the treasure vault on.a-previous trip 
and then waited for their opportunity. He 
recalled the story of a loss of gold about 
a year and a half ago on a Steamship en 
route from Australia to San Francisco. In 
that case it was believed that the work 
was done by. American thieves, who let 
down the gold on the outside of the ship 
while in the port of Honolulu. 

The last instance of a robbery of gold in 
course of transit from New. York to.a point 
in Europe occurred in July, 1894. A keg of 
gold valued at $10,000, one of fifty ‘kegs 
sent on the steamship’ a Touraine; was 
stolen, apparently at some point between 
Havre and Paris. La Touraine arrived at 
Havre on July 29. and it was believed that 
the kegs were safelv landed and. placed: on 
the train for Paris. When they were count- 
ed at Paris there were only forty-nine. 

The theory of the French police was 
that the gold was followed from New York 
by expert thieves. The supposition was 
that the thieves hid in the car, and, while 
on the way to Paris, one keg was thrown 
out and the men jumped after it. There 
were, however, suggestions that the gold 
might have been stolen while on the 
steamer, to which the officers of the steam- 
ship company replied that it was {mpos- 
sible for thieves to get at the gold in the 
treasure room on board ship.” 

A dispatch sent from Paris on Aug. 1 
sald the empty keg had been found that 
day. No trace of the thieves was dis- 
covered. 


London Sugar Market Excited. 


LONDON, April 11.—With the approach 
of the budget statement the excitement in 
the sugar market is reaching fever heat. 
The wharves at Hamburg are choked with 
sugar waiting to be shipped to England, 
and there is such a run on yessels that 
even colliers are being pressed ‘into service. 
Sugar imports for the month of March 
were 257, tons, as against 131,262 tons 
in March of last year. If it should turn 
out that no tax is to be levied on sugar 
there would doubtless be a great slump in 
price and probably a number of speculators 
would fail. 





French Invest in German. Securities. 


BERLIN, April 10.—‘‘ There exists an in- 
elination in France, which is rapidly in- 
creasing, to invest in German securities,” 
says the Paris correspondent of the Vos- 
sische Zeitung, ‘‘ because these are more 

rofitable than the French. It is not con- 

ned to monasteries and such institutions, 
but affects all classes, including the Na- 
tionalists.”” » 


The Rhine Overfiows Its Banks. 
BERLIN, April 10.—The Rhine has risen 
considerably above the normal stage. It 


is announced that at ore yesterday 
the river rose to efghteen feet, and that 
on the Swiss border vijlages are flooded 
andthe people have fled’ from their houses. 














A PARIS DAILY FAILS. 


PARIS, April 10,—Le Siécle, the leading 
Dreyfusard organ in France and the most 
persistent champion of, Great Britain in 
the Transvaal, to-day ‘announces its fail- 
ure and approaching sale at auction. 

Yves Guyot, editor of Le Siécle, and the 
writer of its principal articles, publishes a 
long réview of the paper’s career, in which 
he recalls the fact that Le Siécle first pub- 
lished the indictment against Dreyfus, 
whieh up to that time was a secret. He ad- 
mits that the policy of the paper failed to 
find sufficient readers to make if pay. 

“ France,” M. Guyot says, “is now oscil- 
lating between the Clerical and Socialist 
Parties’ programmes. Le Siécle was sup- 
porting the policy of the Liberal Democ- 
racy, free from Clericalism and Socialism, 
which France needs to spare her from fut 
ure upheavals. Le Siécle has not succeeded 
in gathering enough patronage to enable it 
to attain this result.’’ 

The explanation of the collapse of Le 
Siécle is undoubtedly the fact that the 
French people are heartily sick of the Drey- 
fus affair, and, now that Dreyfus is free, 
approve the policy of M. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau in allowing the matter to sink into 
oblivion. The large circulation which Le 
Siécle enjoyed up to the time of the Rennes 
trial dwindled rapidly when the verdict 
was followed by Dreyfus’s release, and the 
attempt to keep the agitation alive by. un- 
ceasing demands for the punishment of 
Gen. Mercier and others responsible for the 
conviction of Dreyfus failed to enlist sym- 
pathizers. 

The unpopularity of Le Siécle increased 
when it daily published unstinted praise of 
Great Britain and~denunciation of the 
Boers, until it became regarded as the 
mouthpiece of Joseph Chamberlain, and to- 
no be announcement did not come as @ sur- 
prise. 


Yves Guyot, editor of Le Siécle, is one of 
the best-known publicists in France. He 
was born in 1848, and after holding various 
public offices was in 1889 appointed a 
member of the Tirard Ministry. reviously, 
as a Municipal Councilor, he attracted a 
great deal of attention by his attacks on 
the Prefecture of Police. These cost him 
six months in prison, but ultimately result- 
< in the resignation of the Prefect of Po- 
ice. 

M. Guyot has been connected with various 
newspapers, among them La Lanterne and 
Le Rappel. He has published a number of 
works on economic, political, and municipal 
subjects, as well as several satirical ro- 
mances. 





THE ANTI-ALCOHOL CONGRESS. 


VIENNA, April 10.—Both sessions of the 
anti-alcohol congress, held in Vienna to- 
day, were very stormy, partly owing to the 
fact that many of the delegates justified 
miodérate drinking. Strong attacks were 
made upon the medical profession for en- 
couraging the use of alcohol, and there 
were mutual recriminations between the 
medical and non-medical elements of the 
congress, and between the moderates and 
the total abstatners. 

After an animated debate it was unani- 
mously agreed, on the evidence of statistics, 
that delirium tremens is curable. An equal- 
ly unanimous opinion was recorded that 
every dose of alcohol administered to chil- 
dren is poisonous. 

This evening the delegates dined with the 


Minister of Public Instruction, Dr. von 
Hartel, and drank champagne and beer. 


GERMAN MINISTER OFFENDED. 


BERLIN, April 10.—The Peking corre- 
spondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung says:

He Exchanges Courtesies with the 
; Duke of Genoa. 








Sends Cordial Message to King Victor 
Emmanuel—Latter, in His Reply, 
Calls France “ Friend.of Italy.” 
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TOULON, April 10.—Enormous crowds on 
the quays to-day watched*the arrival of 
the St. Louis, with President Loubet, es- 
corted by a squadron “of warships. The 
land batteries and the Italian and Spanish 
ships joined in the general salute as the 
St. Louis entered the port, passing the Ital- 
ian ships, whose sides were manned by 
their cheering crews while the bands played 
the “ Marseillaise.” \ 

The Duke of Genoa and his staff, on the 
bridge of the Lepanto, exchanged salutes 
with M. Louvbet and his Ministers. The 
President landed at 2 o’clock, and drove in 
a landau through streets lined with troops 
to the Place d’Armes, where he bestowed 
decorations on a number of military men. 
Thence M. Loubet repaired to the Prefec- 
ture. Great crowds cheered him heartily. 

The Duke of Genoa and his staff left the 
Lepanto at 3 o'clock, all of the forty war- 
ships in the roads firing salutes. On his 
arrival at the Arsenal, the Duke was re- 
ceived by the officials and conducted in a 
landau to the Maritime Prefecture, where 
he was received with military honors. 

he Duke, who was in full uniform, was 
immediately resented to President Loubet. 
They ee 4 conversed for twenty min- 
utes, after which the Duke handed to M. 
Loubet the Collar of the Order of the An- 
nunciata. The stiites were then introduced 
to one another, and the Duke returned to 
his flagship with the same ceremonial as 
observed on his arrival. 

President Loubet next received the offi- 
cers of the Spanish battleship Pelayo, and 
og were exchanged. The officers 
of the Japanese and Russian vessels were 
afterward introduced. Immense crowds as- 
eembled around the Maritime Prefecture 
and wildly cheered the representatives of 
each nation, especially the Russians. 

President Loubet later returned the 
Duke of Genoa's visit. 

At the banquet this evening in honor of 
the Duke of Genoa President Loubet pro- 
posed a joint toast to the King and Queen 
of Italy, Queen Dowager Margherita, the 
Duke of Genoa, the royal] family of Italy, 
the Italian Nation, and the Italian Navy. 

The Duke of Genoa replied, toasting the 
French President, the French Army, the 
French Navy, and the French Nation. 

M. Loubet then proposed a toast to King 
Alfonso XIII., the Queen Regent, the Span- 
ish Navy, and the Spanish Nation. 

The President's third toast was intro- 
duced as follows: 

“Will the officers of the navy of his 
Majesty the Emperor of Russia, whose flag 
has been acclaimed here amid never-to-be- 
forgotten festivities, and will the foreign 
officers deputed to come to Toulon, who 
have been ple&sed to sit at this table beside 
their French comrades, permit me to as- 
sociate them in a toast which I propose to 
the officers and crews of our navy? 

“The same spirit of\ honor, the same 
habit of discipline, and the same passion 
for danger have established a noble broth- 
erhood among the navies of all nations.”’ 

President Loubet has telegraphed to King 
Victor Emmanuel of Italy as follows: 

“Sire: His royal Highness, Monseigneur 
the Duke of Genoa, has just presented to 
me, in your Majesty's name, the Collar of 
the Order of the Annunciata. I hasten to 
offer my most sincere thanks for this very 
high mark of esteem and friendship. I beg 
your Majesty to accept my ardent wishes 
for the glory of your reign and for the 
welfare of her Majesty the Queen, for the 
happy realization, now approaching, of the 
hope of thé royal house, and finally, \for 
the prosperity of -Italy, the friend of 
France.” 

The President concludes his messagé by 
saying that he has directed M. Delcassé, 
the French Minister of Foreign Affairs, to 

resent to the Duke of Genoa the Grand 
“ordon of the Legion. of Honor. 


M. Loubet has sent numerous decorations,

Prince Thomas Albert Victor, Duke of 
Genoa, is a cousin of the King of Italy, be- 
ing the eldest son of the late Prince Ferdi- 
nand of Savoy, a brother of King Victor 
Emmanuel! II. The Duke was born in 1854, 
is an Admiral of the Italian fleet, and an 
Admiral ‘a la suite’’ of the German fleet. 


LOUBET VISITS RUSSIAN SHIPS, 


VILLEFRANCHE, April 10.—President 
Loubet. this morning paid his promised 
visit to the Russian squadron. He deco- 
rated Admiral Birileff and two of his of- 


ficers with the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor. Admiral Birileff and his staff, 
contrary to usage, landed and conducted 
M. Loubet aboard the flagship. The whole 
squadron was dressed and manned.

Has Written an Account of the Capture 
of the Taku Fortse—His Speeches 


Not Copyright. 

BERLIN, April 10.—Emperor William has 
written an account of the capture of the 
Taku forts, based upon the cral recital o 
the incidents of the battle furnished to hi 
ty Capt. Lans, who commanded the Ger- 
man gunboat Ilitis. The impcrial narrative 
dwells particularly upon the part taken by 
the Iltis in the engagement. 

Herr Richter, in the Freisinnige Zeitung, 
says: 

“The question whether the Emperor can 
claim an author's rigtts and thereby pre- 
vent the publication of his speeches has 
been thoroughly discuseed by the Reichstag 
Committee on Coy yright Reform. The com- 
mittee, with the consent of the Govern- 
ment, re untnimously a_rcsolution 
declaring that such speeches were common 
property, and subject to reprint, as they 
always have been.” 


SUIT OVER REAL ESTATE. 


Mrs. Calmore’s Interest in Valuable 
Yonkers Property—Results of a 
Conveyance to Her Brother. | 


The papers in a peculiar action involving 
the title to valuable real estate at Yon- 
kers were filed ih the Supreme Court of 





Westchester County, at White Plains yes- 
terday. 
Mrs. Evelena Calmore, the. wife of a 


Philadelphia lawyer, and her brother, Rob- 
ert Morrison, were tenants in common of 
property on Warburfon Avenue, Yonkers. 
Mrs. Margaret Morrison, the mother, had 
a dower interest in the property. On April 
2, 1883, Robert Morrisdén explained to his 
mother and eister that’ a mortgage of 
$10,006 on the property was about to fall 
due, and that it could be canceled much 
easier and a new mortgage placed if the 
title of the property were vested in one 
person. On his representations, a deed was 


executed to him with the understanding 
that he would sign an agreement to recon- 
vey the interests of his mother and sister 
after the new mortgage was executed. 

Instead of an agreement to do this Mr. 
Morrison executed a will bequeathing the 
property back. The mother and sister ob- 
jected to the will, saying that he might 
execute a new one at any time. The 
finally held it, however. Up to the death 
of their mother, in 1886, Mr. Morrison con- 
tinued to pay ‘his sister her share of the 
rents, 

Mr. Morrison died at Canton,~Mass., on 
Jan. 8, 1898, and it was found that he had 
made a new will conveying the property 
to his wife, Mary Ann Morrison. rs..Mor- 
rison married a man named Walker, and 
she died in February last. She also left a 
will giving the property to her daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Louise Capen. 

Mrs. Capen and the tenants of the prop- 
erty are now made defendants in the action 
fo set aside the original conveyance to 
Robert Morrison on the ground that he only 
held the property in trust for his mother 
and sister. An aecounting is demanded 
for the rent of $195 a month from the time 
Mr. Morrigen ceased to pay it over in 1886. 
James W. and Charles J. McDermott ap- 


pear as counsel for Mrs. Calmore. 


SMALLPOX IN AN ASYLUM. 


Three Children Stricken—Mother of the 


Rev. Henry Lubeck Ill. 
Many new cases of smallpox appeared in 
the city and vicinity yesterday, and dur- 
ing the afternoon the disease appeared in 


the New York Foundling Asylum, at Lex- 


ington Avenue and Sixty-eighth Street. 
Three cases were recognized by a physician 
of the Board of Health. Other cases re- 
ported included those of Mrs. Louise Lubeck, 
sixty-eight years old, taken frcm the Stokes 
apartment house, 548 West Elighty-fifth 
Street. Eleven other cases were reported 
in different parts of the city. 

All the patients were taken to North 
Brother Island, and physicians sent to! fu- 
migate their homes. 

The ne nn of the disease caused 
great excitement in the Stokes apartment 
house, Mrs. Lubeck, who was taken sick, 
is'the mother of the Rev. Dr. Henry Lu- 
beck, the rector of Zion and’ St. Timothy 
Protestant Episcopal Church in West Fifty- 
seventh Street, with whom she makes her 
home. Other occupants refused the offers 
of free vaccination by the city physicians, 
but had the operation promptly performed 
by their own family physicians. 

Smallpox is spreading, too, in Jersey City. 
Five members of the family of C. V. War- 
ner of 135 Bayview Avenue have been 
prostrated within four days. They are Mrs. 
‘Warner, her two children, her brother, Pe- 
ter McLean, and her mother, Mrs. McLean. 
The sick were all removed to the Emergen- 
ey Hospital on Snake Hill, where it is said 
all are doing well. | 


SMALLPOX IN ALBANY. 


A Number of Cases in the Lathrop Me- 
morial Home for Children, 


ALBANY, April 10.—The State Board of 
Health was notified to-day that smallpox 
had obtained a foothold in the Lathrop 
Memorial Home, a charitable institution 
situated in the heart of the residence dis- 
trict of Albany. The home is intended for 
the care of children whose parents are out 
at work by the day, but it partakes largely 
of the nature of an orphanage and is sup- 
ported by Mrs. Leland Stanford, who comes 
of the Albany family of Lathrops. 

There’ are about thirty-five children in 
the home and nearly all are more or less 
ill with the dread disease, there being two 
well marked cases. One or two of the 
children who had been vaccinated did not 
contract the disease, and only one of the 
attendant teachers is down with a mild 
case, the others having been vaccinated. 

The disease developed two weeks ago 
and was not recognized by the attendants. 
They thought the child who came down 
with it had chicken-pox, and the physician 
who looks after the inmates was not sum- 
moned at once. The home has been quar- 
antinea by the local Health Board, and a 
policeman stands guard over it to keep 
away the curious. \ 


Searching for a Convicted Man’s Papers. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 10.—A dig- 
patch from Dansville says there is consid- 
erable speculation there over the actions 
of a stranger who arrived from New York 
yesterday, hired a number of laborers, and 
has dug up the entire back yatd of the 
Whiteman place, in Elizabeth Street, the 


home of Alonzo Whiteman, convicted in 
New York Thursday of grand larceny. The 
stranger, who gave the name of Fred Vin- 
mer, refused to be interviewed, but it is 
intimated he is looking for a box of papers 
which Whiteman has told him were buried 
in the yard.

HE DOES NOT REMEMBER IT 





Westchester County Clerk ‘Questions 
His Assistant’s Statement that the 
Justice Ordered Papers Sealed.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 10.—Franz 
F. Kaltenborn, the well-known violinist, 
from whom the Kaitenborn Orchestra took 
its name, has obtained an absolute divorce 
from his wife, Louise B. Kaltenborn. The 
decree was granted by Justice Martin J. 
Keogh, sitting in a Special Term of the Su- 
preme Court of Westchester County on 
March 30. Every precaution has been ta- 
ken to keep the matter secret, the decree 
béing filed on April 1 and no announcement 
made, 

By the provisions of the decree Mr.-Kal- 
tenborn is permitted to marry again, but 
Mrs. Kaltenborn does not have that privi- 
lege. Mrs, Kaltenborn made no answer to 
the suit. 

At the Office of County Clerk L. F. 
Crumb here this afternoon his assistant, 
Mr. Coward, when asked if the decree in 


the Kaltenborn case had been filed in the 
office, said it had. 

‘Who signed it?"’ was asked. 

‘“‘ Justice Keogh,’’ was the answer.’ 

‘“*Can it be seen?” 

“No, it is in the safe now. The papers 
are. sealed and orders were given not to 
mere the affair public,’’ replied Mr. Cow- 
ard. 


NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., April 10.—Jus- 
tice Martin J. Keogh, when seen at his 
home here to-night, being requested for 
information relative to the Kaltenborn di- 
vorce case said: 

‘“‘I do not remember having heard the 
ease, I do not remember having signed the 
decree. I hear so many cases that ordinary 
names might slip my memory, but Kalten- 
born is an unusual one, and I would be 
likely to remember it. I cannot, however, 
recall it.” 

The Justice would not be positive as jo 
the case, but gave the impression that/ a 
mistake had been made at,the County 
Clerk’s office as to the name of the Justice. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., April 10.—County 
Clerk Crumb, when seen at his home here 
to-night, said: 

“If the Kaltenborn decree has been filed 
in my office*it has not come under my per- 
sonal observation, The papers may have 
been filed and I not know it, but Mr. Cow- 
ard must be mistaken in saying that Jus- 
tice Keogh signed the decree and ordered 
the papers sealed. Justice Keogh never has 
signed a decree that has been sealed. Hi 
invariable practice frequently announce 
is that all the records with which he has 
to do must be open. I am _ positive he 
would not depart from what has been his 
invariable custom.” 














Mrs. Kaltenborn has been sick for some 
time, and was too ill last. night to be seen. 
Her brother, who is staying with her, said 
that she had heard nothing of the decree 
of divorce obtained against her. 

“Tf it is true,’’ he said, “ we know noth- 
ing about it. We have not heard a word 
about any motion recently. Some time ago 
Mr. Kaltenborn applied for a decree of di- 
vorce, and my sister asked for a postpone- 
ment until she should recover her health. 
The postponement was granted, and it was 
understood that nothing more should be 
done in the case until she recovered her 
health. 

“This announcement that.a decree of di- 
vorce has been granted to Mr. Kaltenborn 
in White Plaitis shockéd her very much. 


She had no idea that any proceedings were 


being instituted against her there, as Mr. 
Kaltenborn had previously applied for his 
divorce in the Supreme Court in this city. 
If he has secured the divorce there he has 
acted in & very mean way. Mrs. Kalten- 
born.does not know as yet what she will 
do in regard to the decree as she is too 
ill to give her attention to it at present.” 

Mr. Kaltenborn when seen at his house 
last night said that he had secured the 
decree of divorce, and added: 

‘‘In regard to any statement made that 

%. Kaltenborn did not know all about my 
getting the decree I will say that she knew 
as much about it as I did myself.” 


ROBERT DOD SUES FOR DIVORCE. 


Vice Chancellor Stevens, at Jersey City, 
yesterday heard evidence in the divorce 
suit brought by Robert Dod against his 
wife, Bertha, on the ground of desertion. 


Dod, who is employed by the R. G. Dun 
Mercantile Agency, testified that he and 
his wife were married on Jan. 9, 1897. They 
quarreled over religion in November fol- 
lowing, he being a Christian and his wife 
a Jew. She wanted him to embrace her 
faith, and he refused. She then struck 
him, he said, and left the house. He ha 
several times begged her to return_to him, 
but she refused. Mrs. Elizabeth Dod, his 
mother, and Mrs. Kate Lilly corroborated 
his statement. 

Mrs. Dod was represented by Abram J. 
David, but sheedid not appear. Counsel 
said he had no testimony to offer but the 
answer filed by Mrs. Dod, in which she de- 
nied her husband's allegations and said she 
was compelled to leave him on account of 
cruel treatment 

The case was submitted without argu- 
ment, and the-~ Vice Chancellor said he 
would advise Chancellor Magee to grant the 
decree asked for. 


EXPLOSION IN FLAT HOUSE. 


Tenants in the five-story flat house at 
2,181 Fifth Avenue were thrown into a 
state of panic last evening by an explosion 
that shook the building and filled the halls 
with smoke and gas. Shortly after 7 
o'clock, when the majority of the tenants 
were at supper, there was a sharp report, 
and everybody rushed to the halls to learn 


the cause. They saw flames shooting up 
from the rear of the main hall on the first 
floor. 

Policeman McDermott of the Hast One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Station 
was standing on_the corner of Fifth Ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Thirty-third 
Street, and saw the tenants fleeing from 
the house. He ran to Everard’s Brewery, 
in One Hundred and Thirty-third Street, 
and rang in an alarm from the special fire 
box located in the bottling department, 
where he found the watchman, James 
Lucas. When the firemen arrived they 
ound a brisk fire burning in the rear of the 
irst hall. It was discovered that the gas 
saajor which supplied the halls with gas 
had exploded, and a stream of water extin- 
uished the flames after the gas had been 
urned off. 

The meter, it is believed, was leaking, 
and that a gas jet which is almost directly 
under it set fire to the gas and caused the 
explosion. The building is owned by James 
Everard.

Northwestern to Take in a Road Long 
Under Its Control.

CHICAGO, April 10.—The Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad is credited in some 
quarters with the intention of taking into 
its system the Chicago, St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and Omaha Road, which it now con- 
trols. A special meeting of the Directors 
of the Northwestern Road has been called 
for April 17, and the board of the Omaha 
road will meet on the same day, but for 
what purpose is not stated officially. 

Northwestern stock has been making a 
steady advance for several weeks, and to- 
day touched 200, closing with a net gain 
of 6% for the day. In connection with the 
rise, reports were in circulation of an in- 
crease in the stock. One statement, which 
was made on banking authority, favored 
the capitalization of the cone OD surplus. 
This amounts to between $30, ,000 and 
$40,000,000. An element in the company 
has advocated this step for some time. 
The road has been earning so much over 
its dividend that the surplus is still gaining 
over those figures. 

The Northwestern has been in control of 
the Omaha property for years, and has 
made a large profit on its holdings of 
Omaha stock, which has appreciated con- 
siderably in market value. he two lines 
are operated by the same officials, and the 


only object of merging them would be to 
secure greater economy of operation.

His face be- 
came white in an instant and a court po- 
liceman took hold of his arm and hustled 
him off toward the Bridge of Sighs before 
he had time to realize what had happened. 

Capt. Baker’s testimony occupied the en- 
tire morning session. He said he had been 
Mr. Rice’s attorney in Texas for fifteen 
years, that he was named as an executor 
of the will of 1896 and of the 1900 will. Mr. 
Rice, he said, had no New York attorney, 
Wheeler H. Peckham, Mr. Joline, and Judge 
Bartine of New Jersey had acted as his 
counsel in certain instances: when legal ad- 
vice was necessary. John C. Tomlinson had 
also assisted Capt. Baker in the action 
brought here by Mrs. Rice’s heirs against 
Mr. Rice. Capt. Baker told of this equity 
Proceeding, 

“Patrick was never Mr. Rice's lawyer,”’ 
said he. ‘‘ He appeared for O. T. Holt, one 
of the executors of the will of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth B. Rice, wife of W. M. Rice, who died 
in July, 1896. In September of that year 
Mr. Holt offered for probate in Texas what 
purported to be Mrs. Rice’s will. The will 
Was probated. Under the Texas community 
of ownership law the marriage relation is 


regarded as a business partnership; the 
wife is the joint owner of all property ac- 
cumulated during the duration of the mar- 
riage ties, and may dispose of her part in 
her will. Mrs. Rice’s will gave away about 
half of Rice’s property. I value. his estate 
at about $4,000,000. About $2,700,000 of this 
was personal property located in New York. 

“Under our advice, Mr. Rice filed an 
equity proceeding in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, in Galveston, Texas, because at 
the time of his wife’s death he was a resi- 
dent of New York. We advised this on ac- 
count of the law of this State, under which 
the beneficiaries of Mrs. Rice's will could 
take none of the property. Patrick was as- 
sociated with Holt in this suit.. Patrick 
never had any relations with Rice up to

FIRE DRILL SAVES BOYS. 


Ninety-four Inmates of Randall’s Island 
Hospital Awakened and 
Marched Out. 


So well had the children inmates of South 
Hospital, Randall's Island, been trained 
in their fire drill that they managed to 
escape without a scratch or a burn from a 
blaze which gutted the old building early 
yesterday morning. Under the leadership 
of the matron of the hospital and her three 
assistants, each of whom had charge of a 
ward, the young patients, all boys between 
six-and fourteen years, jumped out of bed 
on hearing the signal of a big fire gong, 
formed themselves into well-ordered lines, 
and marched out to the lawn. Within a 
minute and a half after the alarm was 
turned in they stood safely outside, looking 
up at the flames that were by this time 
darting in every direction from the roof 
of the doomed building. 

It was shortly after 3 o’clock when the 
blaze was discovered by a watchman. Not 
far off was a small building in which Fire- 
men Ryer and Cleary, who are assigned to 
Randall's regularly, make their headquar- 
ters. The watchman notified them at once, 
whereupon one of them signaled for help 
from the firebox near by, while the other 
pulled a string that set to blowing a shrill 


steam whistle to warn those in the various 
hospitals roundabout. This was heard by 
Mrs. Annie Mitchell, matron in the burn- 
ing building. She, in turn, rushed to the 
gong in her own department and rang it 
three times. 

This was the signal by which the ninety- 
four patients had often practiced their fire 
drill. As soon as it resounded through the 
three ‘wards, one of which was on each 
floor, the little fellows opened their eyes, 
all of them being asleep at the time, and 
jumped out of bed. According to their 
teaching, they pulled on their trousers, 
grasped the rest of their clothes, and then 
got in line. By the time they had formed, 
Mrs. Mitchell's assistants—Miss Harring- 
ton, Miss Donohue, and Mrs. Morrison— 
had taken their places at the heads of the 
three columns. The boys stood close to- 
gether. Miss Mitchell, having gone out to 
the second-floor hallway, where her voice 
could be heard through the whole _build- 
ing, now shouted the order to march, and 
almost quicker than the telling of it the 
ninety-four youngsters were out on the 
lawn. 

As soon as Mrs. Dunphy, Superintendent 
of the asylums and schools on the island, 
arrived on the scene, whither she had been 
called from her cottage not far off, she 
had the ninety-four boys removed to one 
of the other hospitals, where they were 
tucked into bed, none the worse for their 
events, except for a chill from the night 
air. 
South Hospital was a very old building, 
having been put up nearly seventy years 
ago. The damage by the fire @mounted to 
about $12,000. Although there is no way of 
positively determining the cause of the 
flames, it is supposed that they arose from 
a stove that had been left in the loft un- 
der the roof by some plumbers who had 
been at work there during the previous 
afternoon. 

By the time the apparatus from the city 
had arrived, every part of the building ex+ 
cept the ground floor was in ruins. This 
floor was partially saved. Hose from the 
fireboat was run ashore and over the quar- 
ter of a mile between there and the build- 
ing, but by the time it was in place it was 
too late to do any good. 


TRANSPORT RAWLINS SUNK. 


United States Supply Ship Sent to Riv- 
er’s Bed to Put Out a Fire 
in Her Hold. 


Fire was discovered in the after hold of 
the United States transport Rawlins, lying 
on the south side of the army transport 
dock at the foot of Pacific Street, Brook- 
lyn, at 7:30 o'clock yesterday morning. 

The Rawlins is now lying in the mud in 
the slip, where she settled, while a number 
of longshoremen were unloading cargo and 
streams were playing through the dead- 
lights. 

The tratisport was to have, sailei for 
Cuba at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon ,and 
had stored away all. of her supplies .with 
the exception of.a ton or two that remained 


on the pier. The loss is estimated at about 
$50,000. 

As Henry Norman, one of the crew, was 
walking along the troop deck toward the 
after part of the ship he discovered gmoke 
coming through the seams. He gave the 
alarm. The fire had gained a good start 
in the hold, in which hay and oats were 
stored. 

In addition to starting all of the ship’s 
pumps, hose was coupled with the boilers, 
and steam was turned into the burning 
hold. Fire engines and fire boats also 

oured water into the hold, soon flooding 
it and causing the ship to sink. 

The stores were completely ruined, and 
it will be necessary after the transport. is 
raised and pumped out to refit her. The 
hull and engines, however, are not injured. 

The transport Rawlins was built by 
William Cramp & Sons in 1898 for the Oid 
Dominion Line, and has a displacement of 
2,776 tons. In the merchant marine service 
she was called the Yorktown, ‘and plied 
between New York and Cuba until the oui- 
break of the Spanish-American war, when 
she was bought by the United States Gov- 
ernment and converted into the auxiliary 
gunboat Resolute. After the war she was 
transferred to the Army Transport Service 
and chrtstened Rawlins, 

The Rawlins is commanded by Capt. C. C. 
Bennet and Chief Officer Edward Griffith. 
She carries a crew of,140 men. The origin 
of the fire is unknown. 


SHIP PARTHENA ABANDONED. 


Seen Adrift at Sea Without a Crew and 
Seemingly in Fair Condition. 

Drifting far out on the Atlantic, deserted 
by her crew and waterlogged, is the Nor- 
wegian ship Parthena. This news was 
brought into port by the North German 
Lloyd liner Hohenzollern yesterday ‘morn- 
ing. Sunday the Hohenzollern passed the 


deserted craft about 600 miles southeast of 
Halifax. 

To ali appearances the ship was in good 
shape. She floated high and_her rigging 
was not damaged. When the Hohenzollern 
passed the Parthena several of the more 
adventurous members of the ship’s com- 
pany wanted to board her and make her a 
prize. Capt. Hogemann thought the risk 
too great! however, and: would not consent 
to the trial. The Parthena was built-in 
177 at Newport. N. S., and was owned 
by Brunsgaare Kiostervo & Co. of/Drum- 
men, Norway. She sailed from Mobile on 
the 4th of March with a cargo of lumber 
for Liverpool. ». 


BERNARD FORST A SUICIDE. 


Consolidated Stock Exchange Member 
Kitis Himself with Acid. 


Bernard Forst, who for many years has 
been well known as a ‘‘room trader” on 
the Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change, where he speculated gn his own 
account, was found dead yest ay morn- 
ing ina room in the Hoffman House, which 
he had engaged a little before midnight the 
night before. Beside him on a table lay 
an empty vial, which had contained car- 
bolic acid, and an examination of his body 
by Dr. Pease, the house physician, showed 
that he had died of carbolic acid poisoning. 


Forst had been living at 296 Central Park 
West, which is an apartrifent house, for 
the last year. His wife only spent a part 
of her time there. His wife, his grown 
son, and his married daughter refused to 
talk about his death or to assign any rea- 
son for his suicide. 

On Tuesday Mr. Forst was for the sec- 
ond time in two weeks, reported in diffi- 
culty, and, under the rule of the Exchange, 
was given twenty-four hours in which to 
settle, failing which he was to be suspend- 
ed, The twenty-four hours ran out yes- 
terday morning. His associates looked for 
him to settle up. Instead.’ they heard, 
shortly after the opening, of his death by 
suicide. Under the rules of the Exchange, 
his contracts were closed out. They showed 
a lossyof a few hundred dollars.

WOULD-BE SUICIDE A 
NOTED COUNTERFEITER 


Fugitive Who Shot Himself Tues- 
day Is John A. Skoog. 











Flooded This Country and Europe with 
Spurious Bills—Vowed He Would 
Kill Himself If Arrested. 





It came to light yesterday that Albert 
Jensen, who attempted suicide on Tuesday 
afternoon on West Street, in the presence 
of a large crowd of pursuers, bv shooting 
himself twice in the head, was not the vic- 
tim of delirium tremens, as was first sup- 
posed, but is in reality an escaped convict 
and a noted counterfeiter. 

The man is not *‘ Albert Jensen,” but John 
Albert Skoog, a Swede, thirty-five years 
old, born in Stockholm, and the son of 
prominent and wealthy parents. He is pro- 
nounced by officials of the United States 
Secret Service to be one of the most expert 
counterfeiters known. 

On Tuesday Skoog attempted to 
counterfeit ftfty-kroner notes on the Bank 


ot Copenhagen at the banking house of C. 
B. Richardson & Co., at 61 Broadway. The 
notes were apparently good, and were ac- 
cepted, Skoog being paid American money 
in exchange. Skoog was about to go out 
when another man entered and presented 
some similar notes. Skoog was recalled, but 
he appeared nervous and started to walk 
away. ‘‘ Stay here or I'll call a policeman,” 
os official of the banking house said to 

iim. 

At this Skoog turned and fled. He was 
followed, and the chase soon attracted a 
large crowd. He ran to West Street and 
turned and shot himself. 

At the Hudson Street Hospital, where he 
was taken, it was said that the man would 
not recover. He was visited by Chief Hazen 
of the Secret Service during the day and 
fully identified. Shortly after 5 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon Skoog was transferred 
from the Hudson Street Hospital to the 
prison ward in Bellevue, whence, if he re- 
covers, he will be taken to court. The trans- 
fer was effected under the guard of a Dep- 
uty United States Marshal and a police- 
man, 

When Chief Hazen went to Hudson Street 
Hospital to identify Skoof he found in his 
pockets three counterfeit notes and a meal 
ticket in the name of Alfred Brown, 61 
Grand Street, Brooklyn. These proved of 
the greatest value, for it revealed the loca- 
tion of his plant, which last night was in 
the hands of the Government, while Emil 
Mobert, an alleged accomplice, was found 
in the place and arrested. 

The Grand Street place was run as an 
ordinary photograph gallery under the name 
of Brown, but in it were found plates for 
the one-hundred-kroner notes, plates for 
fifty-kroner notes on the Bank of Copen- 
hagen, in Denmark; plates for the United 
States five-dollar silver certificate of the 
last issue, and plates for an entirely new 
twenty-pound note of the Bank of Scotland. 

The printing press was there also, and a 
quantity of paper similar to that upon 
which money is printed, and also a quantity 
of pulp, showing that Skoog had manu- 
factured the paper himself. 

Mobert was recognized.-as the man who 
was in lower Broadway with Skoog Tues- 
day afternoon. Agents Henry, Keeke, and 
Ketts mounted guard over the Grand Street 
place all night last night, and a more care- 
ful search ef the premises will be made to- 
day.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—‘‘ If you ever 
capture John Alfred skoog you will have to 
be quick as chain lightning or he will kill 
either you or himseltf.”’ 

This, according to Chief Wilkie, has been 
a proverb in the secret service throughout 
the five years during which this famous 
counterfeiter has been defying the law. The 
whole division has been constantly trying 
to get him, but he has hitherto baffled pur- 
suit. He is regarded as the most dangerous 
coiner in America, and the boldness of his 
operations has been as striking as the un- 
precedented skill he has displayed. He has 
left a trail of counterfeit notes all over the 
United States from New York to Denver, 
and from his den in Brooklyn he has flood- 
ed Northern Europe with the product of his 
skill. He has baffled and wearied the de- 
tectives of two continents. He has done all 
this absolutely-talone. Most counterfeiters 
have accomplices, but John Alfred Skoog 
never has had one. 

Skoog shot himself in pursuance of a vow 
he made long ago that if he ever fell into 
the hands of the police he would commit 
suicide. Skoog was a counterfeiter .in 
Sweden years ago. The Swedish police got 
so hot on his trail in 1895 that he fled to 
America. After studying American ways 
long enough to make sure of his ground he 
went to Chicago and opened a paint shop, 
which he ran as a blind for his real busi- 
ness. Before long there began to appear 
the finest imitations of twenty-dollar silver 
certificates that Chicago had ever seen. 
They were all Manning heads and so well 
executed that it was next to impossible to 
discover the fraud. Skoog got rid of about 
$15,000 worth of these. But he was not yet 
sufficiently familiar with American ways 
to keep long out of the clutches of the law, 
and in January, 1897, he was captured at 
the Hopkins Theatre in Chicago, where he 
had offered one of his famous Manning cer- 
tificates, ‘ 

Skoog gave his name and took the police to 
his room on the South Side, where they got 
a wagon load of material, including nat 
only plates for the twenty-dollar bills, but 
plates for a hundred-kroner Swedish note. 
He said he had never passed any of the lat- 
ter and was just getting ready todo so 
when he was caught. 

. While the poijice were going through his 
place Skoog surreptitiously picked up a 
small bottle, and the officers discovered 
him just in time to dash it from his lips. 
It contained cyanide of potassium. Skoog 
then gave in, but swore that if he was ever 
arrested again he would be too quick for 
his captors. As the Cook County jail was 
then being rebuilt, Skoog was sent to Joliet. 
The desperate raseal ro up a conspiracy 
for a jail delivery, and within two months 
he and his accomplices overpowered their 
guards, went out. through a high window, 


‘and dropped forty feet to the ground, get- 





ting clear away. 

From that time until his appearance in 
Broadway last night Skoog has been flood- 
ing America and Northern Europe with 
trilliantly executed counterfeits and has 
never fallen into the hands of the law, al- 
though the police of two continents have 
been looking everywhere for him. 

In June, 1897, a finely executed ten-dollar 
Hendricks head ‘ broke,”’ as the Secret 
Service. people say, at Denver. The Seeret 
Service recognized Skoog’s work, but could 
get no trace of him. The ten-dollar bills 
fairly flooded Colorado, but for some reason 
Skoog did not *‘ plant ’’ any of them outside 
that State. He worked the Colorado field 
until he was tired of it and then came East. 
In 1898 a couple of notes, both easily rec- 
ognized as done by Skoog “ broke’’ in New 
York City. They were both ten-dollar 
notes, one a Sheridan and the other a Web- 
ster head. 

The Secret Service got five of one bill and 
one of the other. They were among Skoog's 
best productions, and he would probably 
have worked off a considerable number of 
them, but the Secret Servie people got so 
hot on his trail that Skoog stopped circulat- 
ing them and vanished. He was heard from 
at intervals after that plying his trade, but 
never was captured, a 

In September, 1899, Police Commissioner 
Lidburg and Chief of Detectives Carlin of 
Stockholm, Sweden, arrived in New York, 
bringing with them a bundle of hundred- 
kroner notes that had made their appear- 
ance in Sweden. Skoog had succeeded in 
working the Swedish police up-to such a 
state of frenzy that ‘these high. police offi- 
cials dropped all other business and came 
to Aenelen to find him. This bundle of 
notes had been brought into Sweden by 
travelers and every one of them had re- 
ceived his kroners in New York. The thing 
which roused the Swedish ‘police most was 
the arrival ofvone of the annual Scandina- 
vian excursions from New York, with every 
man’ on board loaded down with Skoog’s 
kroners. ‘ 

He had gotten rid of about $15,000 worth 
of these notes, as was found by systematic 
investigation at the money-capne of- 
fices. Some of the victims described the 
man from whom they had bought them as 
tall, blond-bearded, wearing eyeglasses, and 
otherwise corresponding. to the description 
of Skoog. 

One day in 1900 a money changer in New 
York had as his only customer a woman, 
when a tall man with a blond beard and 
eyeglasses came in and tried to sell a hun- 
dred-kroner note. The money changer rerc- 
cgnized him instantly and declined the 
transaction. As the tall man went out the 
money changer, who dared not leave his 
office, told the woman who Skoog was and 
urged her to follow him and give him -n 
custody to the first policeman she saw. 
The woman pluckily accepted the commis- 
sion. When she saw a policeman she went 
up to him and, pointing out Skoog, said 
that he was the most famous counterfeiter 
in the country and he must be arrested. 

“That feller across the street?’’ asked 
the policeman. “ He ain’t on my beat; he's 
across the street,’’ responded the policeman, 
twirling his club nonchalantly. 

So Skoog disappeared again, but later on 
he got out the series of five-dol'ar Indian 
heads which lately. bothered the Secret 
Service people so much. He has never been 
seen, however, until last night, when, as he 
was about to be captured, he carried out 
his threat.

The Latter Are Loath to Discuss 
the Combination. 











Hugh O’Neill Says the Corporation Can- 
not Control Production—Chain of 


Stores Not Practicable. 





With very few exceptions the retail dry 
goods men of this city are loath to discuss 
the Associated Merchants’ Company which 
has been organized by John Claflin, which 
is being financed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
One thing was learned yesterday, however, 
and that is that no plans have yet been 
perfected for absorbing other New York 
establishments than the three that have al- 
ready been taken over. 

Hugh O'Neill of 329 Sixth Avenue, when 
asked ‘vhat he thought of the new or- 
ganization and its prospects, said: 

‘‘The dry goods trade is not like the steel 
trade or other industries, largely dependent 
upon patent rights in which there is a 
monopoly. Anybody who is able to buy a 
stock of goods may become a competitor of 
the established firms. No one corporation 
is large enottgh or likely to become large 
enough to control production. In order to 
dominate the trade it would be necessary to 
exercise an influence over the mills 
throughout the country, which, in my judg- 
ment, no one set of men will ever be able 
to exercise. There are too many indepen- 
dent concerns, large and small, that are un- 
der no obligations to trade with a particu- 
lar company. Of course, in some cases a 
retailer is not in a position to choose, be- 
ing controlled by his creditor or creditors 
—not by a general desire for ‘ closer co-op- 
eration.’ ”’ 

“Do you believe the Associated Mer- 
chants’ Company will absorb many or any 
of the large retail houses in New York be- 
sides the Adams Dry Goods Company and 
James McCreery & Co.?"" Mr. O'Neil was 
asked. 

““T cah speak positively for myself only,” 
he replied. ‘I know it will not acquire a 
controlling interest in my firm, and in my 
opinion, beginning at Fourteenth Street 
and going up town, it will not take over 
a single firm on Sixth Avenue.” 

‘There are a great many ramifications in 
the dry goods business,’ continued Mr. 
O’Neill. ‘‘ There are many different lines, 
many different classes of trade to be ca- 
tered to, and, a very important considera- 
tion, there are scores, yes, hundreds, of 
employes to manage. These employes are 
not all trained in a certain line, or in dif- 
ferent lines. into which individuality and 
personal character do not enter. No, I 
do not believe an amalgamation of the dry 
goods interests on a scale so large that it 
contemplates a chain of stores throughout 
the country is practicable.”’ 


ASSOCIATED MERCHANTS 
CHARTER. 


It Was Originally that of the Columbia 
Construction Company. 
HARTFORD, Conn., April 10.—The Asso- 
ciated Merchants’ Company obtained its 
name from the present Connecticut Legis- 
lature early in the session .by the passage of 
a resolution changing the title of the Co- 
lumbia Construction Company to the As- 

sociated Merchants’ Company. 
The Columbia Construction Company se- 
cured its charter in 1898, the original in- 


corporators being New London men, and 
the purpose at that time was to engage in 
any business, from the construction and 
operation of a steam railroad, the estab- 
lishment of a bank or a steamship line, to 
the running of electric railroads or the 
conduct of a manufacturing business. The 
capitalization of the construction company 
was $20,000,000. 

The price paid by the new company for 
incorporation was $20,000, which went into 
the treasury of the State on Jan. 24. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, who is promoting the dry 
goods combine, is a native of Connecticut, 
and is said to have made a special point of 
aes the company incorporated in this 

tate. 


CHICAGO MERCHANTS TALK. 





F. H. Cooper Looks Upon the Dry Goods 
Combination in a Favorable 
Manner. 

Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, April 10.—Eastern men, it is 
said, are carrying on negotiations with the 
owners of Chicago’s great department 
stores looking toward forming a syndicate 
placing these stores under one manage- 
ment. For more than a year J. Pierpont 


Morgan and the men associated with him 
are said to have been casting longing eyes 
toward the Chicago field. 

According to F. H. Cooper of Siegel, Coop- 
er & Co., the deal is still in ** the air,’’ but 
likely. to be a possibility at no distant 
day. In speaking ef the formation of 
the merchants’ combine in New York, 
Mr. Cooper said to-day that such a 
plan meant an immense saving of 
money to the merchants and a continuation 
of cheap goods for the péople, and would 
enable the merchants in many ways to 
better their own conditions and those of the 
mills which supply them. Considering the 
fact that Eastern men are arxious to see 
Chicago merchants enter such a combine, 
Mr. Cooper said he was not prepared to 
say that such a thing would not take place. 

Mr. Cooper talked at length as to. the 
advantages of such a combine in the way 
of saving money to the merchant. Mr. 
Cooper leaves for New York to-morrow, 
and on Wednesday will sail for Europe. 
He was exceedingly* guarded as to any 
possible conference to be held in New 
York as regards a Chicago combine, but 
he left the inference that the question 
would be talked over before he sailed. Mr. 
Cooper said:

TENEMENT BILL HEAR N $1,250,000 more in tenement property of a 
kind ond the 





Gov. Odell Hears Arguments For 
and Against the Measure. 


Some Builders Assert It Would Stop | 
Building; Others Say They Are 
Ready to Expend Large Sums. 





ALBANY, April 10.—Fully 300 New York- 
ers interested in the construction of build- 
ings’ in New York City appeared before 
Gov. Odell at the hearing given by him to- 
day on the bills amending the State law 


governing the construction of tenement 
houses, recommended by the commission 
appointed by Gov. Roosevelt. The main 


opposition was to but one of the four bills 
before the Governor, the measure which 
codifies the tenement house laws for cities 
of the first class. 

The opposition was directed to the pro- 
vision which places apartment houses un- 
der the provisions of the law by defining a 
tenement house as.a dwelling wherein re- 
side three or more families. There was 
also opposition to the provision that the act 
shall affect contracts already entered into 
but where it has been impossible to con- 
summate the conveyance of the land upon 
which the contemplated buildings are to 
be erected. y 

Among those who appeared in opposition 
were Francis M. Jenks, Hiram Rinaldo, 
Louis Rinaldo, Richard S. White, Abraham 
Stern, Thomas J. Crombie, and others. 
Among those favoring the enactment of 
the measures were Robert W. De Forest, 
Lawrence Veiller, Otto M. Eidlitz, Presi- 


dent of the Master Builders’ Association; 

H. Phelps Stokes, Ernest F. Eidlitz, rep- 
resenting a large number of building trades 
organizations; Dr. E. R. L. Gould, Presi- 
dent of the City and Suburban Homes As- 
sociation; W. H. Baldwin, Jr., representing 
the Chamber .of Commerce; Prof. E. R. A. 
Seligman, Charles S. Brown, Myles Tierney, 
William J. O’Brien, Raymond F. Almirall, 
S. W. Jackson, Edward F. Devine, the Rev. 
D. McMahon, E. P. Clark, L. K. Prince, 
F'. C. Schaeffler, J. B. Reynolds, and E. B. 
Whitney. 


SAYS BILL IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The first speaker against the bills was 
John F.. Leo, President of the Builders’ 
League. He held that many of the pro- 
visions of. the biil relative to the construc- 
tion of tenements were unconstitutional. 
The provision which compels the owners of 
tenements to change their houses to com- 
ply with the new:requirements he pointed 
out as one of the unconstitutional features 


of the measure, because it interferes with 
the vested rights of the owners, who con- 
structed.the-houses in compliance with the 
law as it existed at the time of the con- 
struction. 

*““It 1s an utter impossibility,” he said, 
“to keep women of immoral character out 
of apartment houses. They often come to 
a-landiord with the best of references, are 
respectable in appearance, and give abso- 
lutely no indication as to their character. 
Yet this bill declares that their presence in 
an apartment -house is presumptive evi- 
dence that they are there with the consent 
of the owner, and he is compelled to prove 
his innocence to avoid punishment.” ~ 4 

In conclusion Mr. Leo called attention to’ 

the fact that within the past. two we@s, 
plans had been approved for $30,000, 
worth of tenement and apartment housefg 
tp be constructed in New York City under 
the old law. This was as great a volume 
of work as would be gotten out ordinarily 
mn two years, and in view of this there 
could be no harm in delaying the enact- 
ment of the present measures until such 
lime as a commission representing . the, 
building interests could go over the billg’ 
and suggest such changes as would make 
them less burdensome and at the same:time 
would protect vested interests. % 
W. N. Caldwell. for the South Brooklyn’ 
Board of Trade delegation, in opposition,, 
said many tenemerits were built in South 
Brooklyn on lots of 27 feet width, but un- 
der these bills the same character of a 
house could npt be built on a lot less than 
35 feet wide,/‘thus’ greatly increasing the 
cost and compelling 'the raising of rents. 
The tendency of the bills would be to ab- 
solutely prevent further improvements in 
his section;“as no tenements to rent at $15 
and $18 monthly could ‘be built under its 
provisions in Brooklyn. 


TENEMENT CQMMISSION’S VIEWS. 


Robert W. De Forest, one of the mem- 
bers of the Tenement House Commission,_ 
was the first’speaker tn favor of the bills. 
He ‘said that, while there were many real 
estate men present in opposition to the 


bills, there was a larger number of buil 
ers who favored them. The members of 
the Tenement House Commission which 
drew the measures were large owners 
of real. estate. On the one hand is a 
wnumber of builders who oppose the meas- 
ures for selfish reasons, and 2,000,000 of 

ople whose homes were at stake. The 

lls were prepared with the greatest care 
and represent the best information that’ 
could be obtained. Every interest affected 
had been consulted in their preparation. 
He suggested that if any imperfections 
were found in the bills, supplementary 
Measures could be. introduced and passed 
by the Legislature, but during the close of 
the session the bills under consideration, or 
any one of them, should not be sent back 
for amendment. 

No distinction could be made between 
apartment and tenement houses, he said, 
without opening the door to wholesale eva- 
sion of the law. The matter had been 
carefully considered by the commission, 
and its unanimous opinion was that apart- 
ment houses should be included within the 
definition of a tenement house, and he 
added that a large number of apartment 
houses in New York City needed to come 
within the tenement house law. 

Otto M. Ejidlitz said that the large death 
rate in New York City showed that more 
ventilation is needed, and that the change 
in the size of the court in each building 
from 28 inches to 6 feet was necessary. 
‘““If a law could be so framed that many 
who are now constructing tenement houses 
in New York City could be driven out of 
business, it would be a great benefit to 
the community,” he said. ‘‘ But it is im- 
possible to do that, so it has been provided 
that a willful violation of the law shall be 
deemed. a misdemeanor.”’ 


W. H. BALDWIN, JR.’S, CHARGES. 


William H. Baldwin, Jr., Chairman of the 
Committee of Fifteen of New York City, 
which investigated the condition of the 
tenement houses of New York City, said 
that in 125.tenement houses investigated 


by his committee, houses which were filled 
with little children, at least one prostitute 
lived in each house. 

““ Why, Governor,’’ he said, ‘‘ prostitution 
is at a premium among the owners of tene- 
ment houses. ~The owners of tenement 
houses invite prostitution to harbor in their 
houses, for it means to them double rents. 
for their property.”’ 

This statement brought forth a storm of 
protests from the builders and real estate 
Owners present in opposition to the bill. 

**Do you mean that this condition exists 
in all parts of New York?” asked one. 
“This is the most outrageous statement I 
have ever heard,”’ said another. 

*T will submit.to you a statement, giv- 
ing details, in substantiation of what I 
say.’’ replied Mr. Baldwin. 

“The Rev. Father D. J. McMahon, Super- 
fintendent of Catholic charities “in New 
York City, pleaded for.more light and air 
for the children of the tenement houses. 
He said that. the present conditions were 
wrecking the health of the poor people of 
New York City. Their physical necessities 
required the legislation proposed. The bills 
were the best efforts of a commission of 
experts, and the Governor should sign 
them. The bills were in the interest of 
the family, and on the condition of the 
family resis the fate of the State. 


LABOR UNION FAVORS THE BILLS. 


William J. O’Brien, representing the Cen- 
tral Federated Union, the largest body of 
organized labor in New York, favored the 
bills. He said the workmen wanted their 
wives and children protected from the pros- 
titutes who reside in the tenements. The 
laboring men also wanted sunlight and air 
in their homes, and so fayored the bills. 
He declared the legitimate builders of New 
York City were not opposed to the bills, but 
only the speculative builders. If the bills 
were signed, the citizens of New York 
would see to it that vice was driven out of 
the tenements, even if the public officials 
were lax. ~ 

Ernest Flagg, an architect, said he was 

ving his time to the erection of tenement 

s. He.deeclared that tenements could 
be built cheaper under the new law than 
under the old. 

Dr. E. R. L. Gould, representing a large 
amount of tenement property in New York, 
“he beliéved most thoroughly in the 
yosed bills.

Gov. Odell interrupted to remark that he 
did not regard vested rights as superior to 
the health of the people. 

Francis N. Jencks pleaded for amend- 
ments to the bills to draw a distinction be- 


tween tenement houses and apartment 
houses. Richard S. White, President of 
the Lumber Trades Association of New 


York City, declared that the bills would 
redute the number of rooms to the poor 
from four to three, as the tenement resi- 
dent was charged for the amount of the 
space he occupied, and in most cases he 
would not be able to pay more rent tha 
he now pays. 

Gov. Odell in closing said at he would 
be glad to receive briefs ffom any who 
might desire to file them. The time al- 
lowed him in which to consider the bills ex- 
pires April 19. 





FOR AMATEUR BOXING SHOWS. 


Broeks Bill to Permit Exhibitions to 
be Reported To-day. 


ALBANY, April 10.—The Brooks bill, to 
permit amateur boxing exhibitions through- 
out the State, will be reported favorably 
to-morrow by the Assembly Codes Commit- 
tee. Mr. Brooks went before the committee 
yesterday afternoon, and urged it to make 
a favorable report. The bill as amended 
last week provides for four-round contests 


between amateur boxers in good standing 
in the Amateur Athletic Union. 

Assemblyman Dooling, from New York 
City, a former President of the Xavier 
Athletic Association, said to-day that the 
bill was so framed as to prevent any pro- 
fessional pugilist from taking advantage of 
it, and that the talk about the,movement 
in favor of amateur boxing being an open- 
ing wedge for the professional : pugilists, 
like Jeffries, Fitzsimmons, or Ruhlin, is 
absolutely unfounded. 

In the event of the Senate concurring in 
the ‘resolution to adjourn on the 23d inst., 
the bill will be handled by the Committee 
on Rules, as it cannot come up for final 
passage until next Wednesday, and the 
Rules Committee makes up the day calen- 
dar for the last ten days of the session. 


The Palisades Bill Reported. 
ALBANY, April 10.—The Senate Finance 
Committee reported favorably to-day the 


bill appropriating $400,000 for the preser- 
vation of the Palisades. 


The New Niagara Power Company. 

ALBANY, April 10.—The Assembly has 
reported favorably the bill of Assemblyman 
Leggett incorporating the Lower River 
Power and Water Supply Company of Ni- 
agara, with a capital of $5,000,000, amended 
so as to confine its operations to Niagara 
County. This it is said. will not prevent it 


selling its electricity. or water power to 
other transportation _eompanies' in that 
county for transmission to all the cities 


of the State. The incorporators are: Com- 
modore P. Veeder, Tunis G. Bergen, Wiill- 
iam Williams, Charles E. Hotchkiss, and 
De Witt Van D. Reiley of New York, and 
Patrick F. King, George W. Knox, and 
James S. Simmons of Niagara Falls, N. Y. 
The company is to take its water out of 
the Niagara River below the Falls.

A New Bill to Tax Banks.

CANAL MEN ARE ALARMED 


They Fear the Governor Will Drop 
the $26,000,000 Plan. 
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LEGISLATURE IS FREE TO ACT 








Gov. Odell Will Not Interfere—Action 
of the New York Commercial Bod- 
ies Aids Anti-Canal Men. 





Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 10.—The canal men took 
a much more serious view of the opposi- 
tion of the New York commercial organiza- 
tions to -the $26,000,000 proposition to-day 
when they saw the anti-canal men dis? 
tributing in the Assembly copies of the 
resolutions passed at the joint meeting in 
New York. The anti-canal men were act- 
ive in the Assembly to-day from the open- 
ing to the close of the session. They ex- 
pected the report of the Canal Committe 
favoring the $26,000,000 proposition to be 
presented. They were ready to make their 
fight on the same line upon which the 
fight inthe Senate was conducted, and 
they were confident of success. Assembly- 
man M, E. Lewis of Rochester, the leader 
of the anti-canal forces in the Assembly, 
intended as’ soon as the report was pre- 
sented to move its reference to the Ways 
and Means Committee. The report was 
not presented, and the anti-canal men at 
once set up the claim that it was with- 
held because of the realization of the Ca- 
nal Committee that if it had ®een present- 
ed, the motion of Mr. Lewis to refer it 
to the Ways and Means Committee would 
have prevailed. 

The canal men denied that the report 
had been withheld through fear. They say 
there was no hurry about the matter. The 
report may be presented to-morrow. When 
it is presented, a motion will be made to 
substitute the Senate for the House bill. 
The canal men still appear confident that 
the measure will be passed by the Legis- 


lature. Some of them went t New York 
to-day to confer with the representativcs 
of the New York organizations about their 
action. G. H. Raymond of Buffalo, one of 
the leading canal advocates here, in an in- 
terview to-day with regard to the action 
of the New York commercial bodies, said: 

‘““The danger to the canal system of the 
State by reason of its friends taking sucin 
a position is evident. It is the old\fable 
of the dog and the reflection of the piece 
of meat in the water. He dropped the 
piece in his mouth, hoping to get the 
larger piece which he saw in the water, 
with the result that he got nothing. The 
New York organizations, by their action, 
have unintentionally placed themselves in 
the attitude of allies of the railroads to 
defeat canal legislation.’’ 

Gov. Odell’s position upon canal legisla- 
tion is thus authoritativély stated: 

He has made the only recommendation 
which he deems wise for canal legislation. 
That is for the $26,000,000 improvement. 
He does not purpose urging action by the 
Legislature. He intends to leave the Legis- 
lature free to act without even a sugges- 
= from him, beyond what he has already 
said. 

Notwithstanding the Governor's declara- 
tion of absolute neutrality between_ the 
contending factions, the canal men _ have 
become alarmed less the Governor should 
pass the hint that he would like to see the 
legislation fail, They have no ground for 
their suspicion beyond the influence which 
they think the action of the New York com- 
mercial bodies, and more particularly the 
opposition of the farmers, may have upon 
the Governor's mind. 

The opposition of the farmers is due to 
the fact that they cannot understand upon 
what theory they should be called upon to 
contribute to an improvement, the pur- 
pose of which is to promote competition 
with them by asrorans better facilitites for 
the'transportation of the grain of the West 
through the State. The New York members 
of the Assembly, all of whom had made up 
their minds to vote for the Canal bill, have 
been disturbed by the action of the New 
York commercial bodies in declaring 
against the $26,000,000 project. Some _ of 
them are now uncertain what to do. The 
subject was brought up to-night among a 
half dozen of the New Yorkers. he 
group concluded to support the $26,000,000 
proposition, despite the opposition of the 
commercial bodies. The sentiment of the 
steep was explained by one member, who 
said: 

“My idea is that we ought to put through 
this $26,000,000 proposition if we can. When 
we get that we will not be stopped from 
asking for more. My idea is that we will 
be building up sentiment for the larger 
canal. But if next year we should *7 or 
the barge canal and fail, we will, at least 
have something which is half-way good to 
fall back upon.”’ 


CANAL ASSOCIATION’S PLAN. 


Its Fight to Improve the Great State 
Waterway—Mr. Boas’s Statement. 


The commercial associations joined in the 
Canal Association of the Greater New 
York are confident that the Legislature 
will not pass the twenty-six-million-dollar 
canal appropriation bill. The fight of the 
commercial and business men against the 
bill‘is because it would mean more tinker- 
ing with the Erie Canal without accom- 
plishing anything in the way of improving 
the waterway connecting the great lakes 
with the Atlantic Seaboard. 

Emil L. Boas, general manager of the 
Hamburg-American Line, who is Treasurer 
of the Canal Association, said yesterday 
that it was vital to the commercial pros- 


eee” of this city that the Canal bill 
should be defeated. He said: 

“It is of vast importance to the City and 
State of New York that the waterway to 
Buffalo should be improved so that 1,000- 
ton barges can be sent through. What is 
the use of spending a few millions of dol- 
lars deepening and enlarging locks if the 
entire waterway is not improved? The 
railroads increase the freight rates just as 
soon as navigation is closed on the canals. 

“The business men of New York are be- 
ginning to appreciate the vast importance 
of the canal subject. Germany is spending 
millions on canals, and they are — 
ahead in the building of waterways, whic 
mean so much to the people. In Canada 
there is the Welland Canal, and there is an- 
other canal project which endangers fur- 
ther the commercial supremacy of the 
State of New York. It is the proposed 
canal from Georgian Bay to Montreal. The 
products of the Northwest, including the 
traffic of such inland ports as Chicago, Du- 
luth, and other cities on the great lakes 
can be carried in vessels with a draught 
of twelve feet through this canal in Can- 
ada to the St. Lawrence River and across 
the ocean. 

“Tinkering with the Erie Canal will do 
no good. The passage of the twenty-six- 
million-dollar appropriation would result in 
the same tinkering of the canal as was 
done with the nine-million-dollar appropri- 
ation of recent years. Gov. Roosevelt ap- 
pointed Gen. Francis V. Greene as Chair- 
man of a_commission to investigate this 
matter. The commercial associations and 
business men of New York want the plans 
of that commission carried ott. The re- 
sult would be that $62,000,000 would be 
spent on the canal, and then there would 
be a_waterway from the great lakes to 
New York which would bring vast benefits 
to the farmers of New York State and the 
business men of this city. 

“The importance of establishing cheap 
freight rates on waterways is not generally 
understood. If the ire I through New 
York State to the great lakes was im- 
proved so that 1,000-ton barges could be 
sent through railroad freight rates would 
be much cheaper. For instance, the rail- 
road freight rate from St. Louis to New 
York and from Chicago to this city is gov- 
erned by the cost of transportation on the 
canal. The railroad freight rate from St. 
Louis is established by taking the railroad 
rate from St. Louis to Chicago and the rate 
oy water from Chicago to New York.” 

All the large commercial houses of New 
York have received a circular from the 
Canal Association stating that the State of 
New York possesses the only. practicable 
route for a\canal entirely within the limits 
of the United States from the great lakes 
to the Atlantic Seaboard. 

At the time of the completion of the Erie 
Canal, the circular states, New York, Bos- 
ton. Philadelphia, and Baltimore were of 
about equal importance, but the effect of 
the Erie Canal soon showed itself, so that 
finally the population and wealth of New 
York far exceeded those of the above 
named rivals. It is stated that during re- 
cent years and coincident with the decline 
of commerce on the Erie Canal, New York 
has begun to lose its relative place in cer- 
tain lines of business. fe 

A comparison is made of the exports from 
New York, Baltimore. Boston, and Phia- 
delphia in 1873 and 1900. In 4873 New York 
had 88.79 per cent. of the export business in 
wheat and last year this city had only 
44.75 per cent. Boston had increased ex- 

ort traffic in wheat from 1.53 per cont. in 
PS73 to 27.08 per cent, in 1900, Philadelphia

against the plan because it would be too 
costly. Estimates were made by engineers 
that the diagonal approach from Norfolle 
Street would cost over $20,000,000, 

Chief Engineer Risse of the Board of 
Public Improvements made a report yester« 
day in which he stated that the records of 
the Tax Department showed that this new 
street would cost the city about $3,000,000. 
“Wild statements,’’ he calls those which 
gave the cast as $20,000,000 or more. Hig 
report was filed.

MYSTERY OF LETTERS SOLVED, 


Post Office Inspectors Arrest a Youth 
for Stealing Mail Matter. 


Clever work by Post Office Inspectors 
Jacobs and Kyle yesterday cleared away 
the mystery surrounding the package of 
175 pieces of first-class mail matter cast 
up by the sea at Ocean Grove, N. J., on 
April 2. They had traced the letters to 
Station G, at 1,648 Broadway, corner of 


Fifty-first Street, on March 31 and found 
that Thomas F. Martell, twenty years old, 
of 439 West Forty-ninth Street, a messen- 
ger who carried mail sacks to the elevated 
railroad, had been acting in an erratic 
manner since that day. 

They arrested him at noon yesterday, 
and he was closeted with Chief Inspector 
James D. King at the General Post Office 
for nearly eight hours, When, after tellin 
many falsehoods, he confessed that he ha 
stolen the letters from a bench at the 
station, rifled them in a near-by saloon, 
and thrown them into the North River 
from the Fiftieth Street pier. 

He said his plunder amounted to about 
$35. Mr. King said that no special reports 
of loss had been received from the up- 
town district for which the letters were 
intended. Martell was locked up in the 
Church Street Police Station. 


TO INSPECT SOLDIERS’ HOMES. 


Gen. McMahon and the Managers Start 
on a Tour to the Pacific Coast. 


Some of the managers of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers had 
a brief session at the headquarters, 346

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THE MAYOR DENOUNCES 


LEGISLATIVE METHODS 


Charter and the Atlantic Avenue 
Improvement Bitterly Attacked. 








Long Island Road’s President Directly 
Accused at Public Hearings— 
Board of Estimate’s Work. 





Mayor Van Wyck advised yesterday that 
the citizens of New York adopt the “ shot- 
gun .method”’ in dealing with the State 
Legislature for passing bills such as: the 
new charter and the Atlantic Avenue im- 
provement measure. The Mayor became 
more excited yesterday than at any time 
since he has been in the Mayor's office. 
His voice was raised several times at pub- 
lic hearings to a high pitch. He was bitter 
in his attacks on the Legislature, and he 
said the officials at Albany were robbing 
the city, and were giving away $1,250,000 
of the maqney of the taxpayers of the city 
to the Long Island Railroad. 

Mayor Van Wyck also made a sharp at- 
tack on William H. Baldwin, Jr., President 
of the Long Island Railroad, who is also 
Chairman of the Committee of Fifteen, 
which has been so active of late in raids 
on illegal resorts in New York City. 

At two public hearings on legislative bills 
and at the meeting of the Board of Es- 
timate the Mayor made speeches. His first 
utterances at the Board of Estimate meet- 
ing were made when a resolution to issue 
258,000 of bonds for new fire houses in 
Brooklyn and Queens was being considered. 
Mayor Van Wyck said: 

‘“*T want to say to you, gentlemen, what 
I said at a public hearing this mornirfg. 
The Controller and the Mayor had to con- 
sult whether we could possibly give the 
money to build these fire houses in Brook- 
lyn. Yet the Legislature goes to work and 
gives to the Long Island Railroad Com- 
pany $1,250,000 and to that extent wipes 
out the debt limit margin. Some one ought 
to get shotguns and make attacks on the 
Legislature.”’ 

, The next utterance was made on a resolu- 
tion of Controller. Coler requesting the 
Board of. Education to furnish the Board of 
Estimate with a statement of the schools 
built prior to consolidation, and the cost 
of the buildings and sites. Controller Coler 
said: 

“During the last three years Brooklyn 
has received double the amount ever ap- 
propriated before for public schools.”’ 

Mayor Van Wyck said: 

“That resolution ought to be amended 
to compel William H. Baldwin of the Long 
Island Railroad to give back to the City 
of New York $300,000 of the $1,250,000 that 
he succeeded in robbing the city of in order 
that we might build some more school 
houses and fire houses." 

No comment was made by the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate on Mayor 
Van Wyck’s suggestion. 

A few minutes afterward a resolution 
came up ratifying action taken on Dec. 27 


at; 


1900, by which the city acquired land at 
Lenox Avenue and One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth and One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh Street for a new Harlem hospital. 
Mayor Van Wyck said: 

‘I don’t believe in passing that resolu- 
tion until we find out whether the Legis- 
lature of the State of New York is going 
to turn over the management of the hos- 


pitals to sectarian institutions. It is pro- 
vided in the new charter amendments that 
a commission shall be appointed on the 
recommendation of the United Hebrew 
organizations and certain Catholic institu- 
tions and certain Protestant institutions, 
and, if the city hospitals are to be turned 
over to them, I am against building an- 
other new hospital. I will never vote for 
the appropriation of one dollar of public 
money to be disbursed or administered 
7 sectarian institutions, except those 
chartered to support orphans or delinquent 
children in this city, which the city would 
have to support if they did not have these 
private charitable institutions.” 

Mayor Van Wyck raised his finger and 
his voice at the same time and continued: 

** There is-another provision in the char- 
ter that private schools shall receive funds 
raised for public schools in the State of 
New York. This is a direct assault on the 
public school’ system, and is the entering 
wedge to split wide open this system, which 
is the rock and foundation of the highest 
civilization known throughout the civilized 
world and the only foundation upon which 
universal suffrage can be everlastingly 
maintained.”’ 

Controller Coler then asked Horace E. 
Dresser of the Brooklyn Board of Educa- 
tion for the comparative cost of Brook- 
lyn’s schools before and after cqnsolidation. 
Mr. Dresser replied that double the amount 
was now being spent annually on schools. 

‘‘Right,’’ said Mayor Van Wyck, “and 
we would allow you more if the Legislature 
did not pass mandatory acts compelling 
us to give money ‘to private railroads. This 
fandatory legislation is responsible for the 
situation of affairs in this city.” 

The sum of $451,000 was appropriated for 
new fire houses; $300,000 is to be spent in 
Manhattan and the Bronx, and $241,000 
in Brooklyn and Queens. Commisstoner 
Lantry applied for an appropriation of 
$750, @ complete the new City Prison. 
He wanted to construct 300 more cells. En- 
gineer McLean of the Finance Department 
reported that 100 more cells would be suf- 
ficient, and Commissioner Lantry was di- 
rected to amend his application. The sum 
of $274,506 was appropriated. 

The board approved of the issue of cor- 
porate stock for $274,500 to build a new 
schoolhouse at One Hundred and IForty- 
fifth Street, bétween Amsterdam Avenue 
and Broadway. Forty-three thousand nine 
hundred and sixty-five dollars was appro- 
prieted for a school site between Park 
Avenve and Madison Avenue. 

A bill for the removal of the Kings 
County Penitentiyry to Barren Isla was 
considered at_ one of the public, hearings. 
Mayor Van Wyck said: 

“The only question involved is money’ 
The Wagner bill, signed yesterday by the 
Governor, makes a gift to the Long Island 
Railroad Company of $1,250,000.

The Mayor Condemns’ Civil. Service

service regulation which forces janitors 


and cleanes in public schools to take an 
examination before appointment.

‘TI do not believe in paying a janitor a 
lump sum and allowing him to hire his 
help. There is nothing to prevent him from 
going to Castle Garden and hiring im- 
migrants at $8 to $10 a month. All men are 
prone to selfishness, and not one man is 
exempted from the rule. Maybe I would 
feel the same way myself. The helpers 
of the janitors of the schools should be 
under the city’s jurisdiction, and not hired 
by the janitor. A janitor is really a con- 
tractor under this system. It is nonsense 
to compel a janitor to take an examina- 
tion in grammar and other studies and 
geography to fit him for his post as cleaner 
of a building.” ; 

‘““We ought to protest against some of 
the laws passed at Albany,”’ said School 
Commissioner Dresser of Brooklyn. 

“Yes, protest, protest, and _ protest 
against the infamous acts of the Legis- 
lature,’’ said Mayor Van Wyck.

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BENCH AND BAR OPPOSE 
THE REFEREE MEASURE 


Justices Discuss the Advisability of 
a Formal Protest. 


Attitude of the Bar, Which Sent a Com: 
mittee to Albany — Charge 
Against Politicians. 


The bill introduced by Senator Ellsworth 
at Albany providing for the appointment 
of referees in New York County has suc- 
ceeded in raising a storm of protests from 
lawyers in this city. Even the Justices of 
the Supreme Court are opposed to the Dill, 
ani yesterday they held a meeting and 
seriously discussed the advisability of send- 
ing a delegation to Albary to protest 
against the measure- After considerable 
argument it was decided that such action 
was not quite in harmony with the dignity 
of the bench and the plan was abandoned, 
but personal influence will be used as far 
as possible. 

The Bar Association has already protested 
against the measure. A committee has just 
returned from Albany, where arguments 
against the bill were made. Both Justices 
and lawyers are inclined to believe that the 
bill will be passed as a strictly party meas- 
ure, but they have hopes that Goy. Odell 
will veto it. 

The bill which so displeases the bench and 
the bar is entitled ,‘“‘ An act providing for 
the appointment of referees by Justices of 
the Appellate Division of the First Judicial 
Department."’ This bill provides that the 
Justices of the Appellate Division shall 
name twenty referees for the City Court 
and twenty referees for the Supreme Court. 
These referees are to handle all references 
in either court. The appointment of one 
of these referees is mandatory on the Jus- 
tice sitting. He also has to take them in 
order. It is estimated that the ap- 
rointment as one of the referees of the 
Supreme Court would be more valuable 
financially than a Justiceship. The term 
for which the referees are to be appointed 
is ten years. 

The first movement in opposition to the 
bill was made by the Committee on Amend- 
ment to the Laws of the Ber Association, 
This committee consists of Cephas Brain- 
erd, Prof. George Chase, Dean of the New 
York Law Schoohk, William J. Curtis of 
Sullivan & Cromwell, William A. Keener, 
Dean of the Columbia Law School: George 
Zabriskie, R. Burnham Moffat, William V. 
Rowe of Evarts, Choate’ & Beaman, and 
Charles Bulkley Hubbell, who is Secretary 
of the committee. 


OPINIONS OF THE JUSTICES. 

The Justices of the Supreme Court are 
not inclined to talk about the measure for 
publication. Justice Blanchard when asked 
for an opinion said: 

“I do not think that it is fitting for me 


to talk about the bill. I do not want to talk 
politics and I would have to do so if I dis- 
cussed the proposed act.” 

Justice MacLean said: 

‘Please quote me as having shaken my 
head when asked about the bill.’’ 

Justice Truax in answer to an inquiry re- 
plied: 

“IT do not desire to be quoted on a bill 
that might come before me for a decision. 
I might later have to construe the meas- 
ure.”’ 

Justice David McAdam was asked for his 
opinion of the measure and in reply he said: 

“IT have not examined the bill and have 
not considered the question of its constitu- 
tionality. A much easier method to reach 
the evils resulting from the referee system 
is to permit the parties in all cases not in- 
voiving marriage relations to consent to 
the appointment of a referee to be named 
by them. 

“The rules of court preventing such selec- 
tions and providing that the Court should 
not appoint as referee in foreclosure or par- 
titions any person named by the parties to 
the action are prejudicial to the bar. There 
is no’reason why any honest lawyer should 
not be selected to act as referee if the par- 
ties desire his appointment, and any rule 
that prevents it is, to use a mild term, un- 
generous’ in the extreme. It would relieve 
the Judges of a great deal of responsibility 
if the ‘onus of selecting competent referees 
would be cast on the parties.” 

One of the Justices, who would not permit 
ple name to be used, said, in speaking of the 


““The-plan is a most pernicious political 
creation. We knew who is the instigator of 
the bill and we know he is going to try to 
‘jam’ it through as a party measure. The 
Judges are all opposed to it. In fact, we 
seriously considered the proposition of send- 
ing a committee to Albany to enter our pro- 
test against singling out this county for 
such a partisan measure. We abandoned 
this, however, because we have reasons to 
believe that Gov. Odell will veto the bill. 
He might net have done it some time ago, 
but now he is more independent, as far as 
his relations to. those who inspired the 
measure is concerned. He showed that 
when he opposed their plan of passing ad- 
ditional police legislation.. The plan of hav- 
ing only twenty referees for the Supreme 
Court is ridiculous. The Justices would 
have to choose the next referee in order 
when making an appointment, no matter 
whether the man was fitted for the special 
case or not. 

Among the lawyers seen yesterday there 
Was a general condemnation of the bill. 
Austen G. Fox said: 

“What is there to sayin favor of this 
bill, anyway? Why confine -the power of 
appointing the referees to one branch of 
the court? Why limit thé number of ref- 
erees to twenty in the Supreme Court and 
give the same number to..the City Court? 
What private interests- may underlie 
the measure might be interesting to inquire 
into since there seems fo be no public de- 
mand.”’ 

; eaten J. Curtis of Sullivan & Cromwell 
sa : 

“My opposition to the measure is fully 
indicated by my action as a member of 
the Committee of the Bar Association.” 

Prof. George Chase, a member of the 
Bar Association Committee, has at the 
request of the committee been searching 
authorities on the constitutionality of -the 
bill. When asked for a‘ statement as to 
the results of his search he said: 

“The constitutionality of this bill has 
been questioned by several lawyers whose 
opinions are entitled to weight. There 
would seem to be some authority for this 
contention, although the question of the 
appointment of referees has not been adju- 
dicated by any of the higher courts in such 
a way as to make the question absolutely 
certain. 

“It was held in the case of Standfast 
against Crotty, 13_N. Y.. Supp., 584, that 
Section 90 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
prohibiting any court appointing as referee 
a clerk of a court of record without the 
written consent of parties, was, in so far 
as it prohibited the Court of Common Pleas 
from appointing its clerk, unconstitutional. 
It is to be regretted that this decision was 
not in the Supreme Court, as {t would have 
furnished good grounds for positive use 
on the question. 


THE POWERS OF THE COURTS.

ARMY’S LEGAL DEPARTMENT. 


Special to The New. York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Color was to- 
day given to reports that have been cireu- 
lating at the War Department for some 


time, that the President does not intend to 
follow the retirement of Dar. Gen. Lieber, 
Judge Advocate General, with the promo- 
tion successively of Col. Clous and Col. 
Barr and Col. Hunter, and so reach Col. G. 
W. Davis, who would be able to hold the 
office for the staff term of four years. 

Col. Davis, who has been Professor of 
Law at the Military Academy, but who, 
since the adjournment of Congress, has 
been working under the immediate instruc- 
tion of Secretary Root, was to-day de- 
tached from the Military Academy and or- 
dered to duty in this city. His successor at 
West Point was named, thus indicating that 
Col. Davis is not to return to that post. 

It is not asserted at the War Department 
that it is the intention to make Col. Davis 
Judge Advocate General upon the retire- 
ment of Gen. Lieber, but there is an impres- 
sion among some of the prominent officers 
there’ that the President will not ‘*‘ make”’ 
four Brigadier Generals for the al De- 
partment of the Army in six months, but 
will exercise his power of selection to name 
a Judge Advocate General who will retain 
the office for a considerable period, per- 
mitting the other aspirants for the prern 
to retire with the rank they now hold, or 
with the rank to which they may become 
entitled before retirement, 

The friends of Col, Clous, among whom is 
Col. Barr, are not convinced that this course 
will be pursued. Col. Barr, who will retire 
in the Fall, went to the President and asked 
him to name Col. Clous first, as Col. Barr 
was willing to give him precedence. Col. 
Clous would hold the rank of Brigadier 
General and the office of Judge Advocate 
General but fifteen days, and then would 
make room for Col, Barr, who would serve 
until November and give Col, Hunter a 
chance. These three, having served until 
sixty-four years of age, would bring Col. 
Davis to the top, and provide a head to the 
legal branch that would control for four 
years, 

It will be a grievous disappointment to 
Cols. Barr and Clous to be set aside just as 
they imagined they were about to reach the 
ranking position in the corps. Col. Clous 
las served forty-four years in the army 
and has won all the honors he wears. The 
practice urged by Cols. Barr and Clous has 
been followed for many years. Sometimes 
it has provoked severe criticism, when 
bunches of Brigadier Generals have been 
made in a similar manner, but regard for 
the services of the officers and for the ser- 
vice has preserved the custom alive and put 
many men on the retired list with high rank 
who otherwise would have had lower rank 
and pay on the retired list. 

It does not. appear that there were ever 
before four Brigadier Generals made for the 
Judge Advocate General’s office in six 
months, and this fact may lead to a sudden 
arrest of a time-honored system. 


CHIEF OF THE ARTILLERY CORPS. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The President 
has ay-pointed Col. Wallace Randolph Chief 
of the Artillery Corps under the provisions 


of the Army Reorganization act. He for- 
mcrly was Colonel of the First Artiller 
and was stationed at Sullivan's Island,

Col. Randolph, under the provisions of the 
law, becomes a member of the Board of 
Ordnance and Fortifications, In addition 
to this two members of the Artillery Corps 
are added to this board, increasing the 
number to eight. 

Secretary Root to-day issued an order 
fixing the duties of Chief of Artillery. 
These are to keep the commanding Gen- 
elal of the army, and through him the 
Secretary of War, advised on all matters 
pertaining to the efficiency, personnel, and 
material of the artillery., e will make 
a yearly visit to the coast-and field artil- 
lery locations and report upon their 4on- 
dition. He is to confer with and advise 
the Chief of Ordnance on all matters per- 
taining to the artillery.

He is to advise the 
Secretery of War as to the expenditure of 
mcney for land, for fortifications, and 
ccast defense.

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BITTER PILL FOR STUDENTS 





‘Secretary Beebe Appointed Official Con- 
troller of Sports—Financial Troubles

‘A veritable bombshell was thrown into 
the ranks of Columbia University athletics 
yesterday, and the man behind the gun 
Was none other than President Seth Low 
himself. The experience was decidedly 
new to Columbia, and probably never be- 
fore in the history of any real university 
has the President felt compelled to lay 


‘down laws regarding the management of 


athletics so that the financial results may 
have a brighter hue than has been the case 
fn recent years at Columbia. The continued 
accumulation of debts for one team and 
nother, coupled with careless, if not 
actually bad, management, has unmis- 
takably weakened the athletic spirit among 
both graduates and students. 

The Presidential ultimatum was delivered 
before a general student mass meeting 
held yesterday in Havemeyer Hall. It was 
called to order by Charles A. Dana, man- 


eager of the football team, for the purpose 
of discussing the abandonment of the re- 
cently formed athletic association, and to 
devise plans for the future. Whatever 
ideas the students may have entertained 
regarding the latter were quickly dispelled 
when Francis S. Bangs, the graduate 

reasurer of the old association, after a 
statemenc of the presont financial situa- 
tion, furnished the sensation and surprise 
of the day when he read a letter from 
President Low. 

The President showed that he possessed 
some athletic spirit, for he struck out right 
from the shoulder, and did not mince mat- 
ters when he rT. but forcibly informed 
the students that if they wanted athletics 
in the future, they could have them solely 

pon his own conditions. The point was 
expressed firmly in the opening paragraph 
jof the letter, which said: 


In view of the failure of the proposed athletic 
ssociation to place itself promptly on a solvent 
Financial basis, and in view of the urgency 0% 
prompt decision in regard to many athletic ques- 
ions, I feel it to be essential to lay down at 
— the conditions, and the only conditions, 
pon which any branch of sport may be con- 
nued at Columbia. The present embarrassment 
E principally financial. During the last few 
gnonths the President has been in constant re- 
weipt of unpaid bills incurred by the athletic 
fation of the university.~ There is, of course, 
ho financial responsibility attaching to the uni- 
versity for such obligations. I have no _ hesita- 
jon jn saying that unless this sort of thing can 
he stopped, and stopped absolutely, any branch 
of sport which is responsible for it will be inter- 
gicted at Columbia. 
After this pointed reference to exorbitant 
tudent expenditures the President tells how 
e will allow athletics to be conducted in 
tthe future. He proposes that there shall 
be a controller of sports, who shall have 
supervision over all branches of athletics. 
Without waiting for the students to say 
avhat they think of this he appoints as 
controller W. H. H. Beebe, Secretary of 
the university. Every association that 
aims to carry on any branch of sport must 
submit its annual budget to the controller. 
{He has absolute power to modify it in any 
way that he may deem best. In addition 
the controller is authorized to designafe 


tthe amount of money which shall be raised: 


in advance as a guarantee fund by each 


association, and no financial responsibility: 


shall be incurred nor dates fixed for games 


until that fund shall be deposited in a 
bank. The controller shall sign all 
vouchers, and the Treasurer of each or- 
ganization shall veep his accounts in a 
specified form. Individual students, in- 
curring unauthorized obligations, will be 


severely disciplined. 

The following plan of athletic government 
fs then outlined: 

** Several associations, one for each sport, 
phall be formed, with a membership fee 
of not less than $5, for the care of each 
sport. Each association shall have a Board 
of Directors, which shall include the Cap- 
tain, manager, and the assistant manager, 
and not less than two graduates to be 
nominated by the President. There shall 
be an Athletic Council, consisting of one 
delegate from each athletic organization, to. 
be chosen 4s each organiwation may pre- 
scribe. It may consider and advise upon 
any question.referred to it by two or more 
associations,” 

No coach is to be etappyed by any asso- 
ciation, except with the approval of the 
President, and in concluding his remark- 
able letter, Mr. Low adds that if any mat- 
ter has been overlooked or if any feature 
should need modification, he reserves the 
right to take what action may be neces- 
sary. 

“It is evident,’’ Says President Low in 
explaining the reason for his radical meas- 
ures, ‘‘that this plan devolves upon the 
authorities a direct responsibility which 
has not heretofore existed. On tthe other 
hand, the athletic problem at Columbia is 
singularly difficult. At most universities 
the athletic field carries the sports. Hére 
the sports have to carry the field. U 
these circumstances the problem is too 
ficult for irresponsible management. I am 
inclined to think that when better methots 
have been inaugurated, it may be possible 
to devolve some of these functions upon’ 4n 
association largely controlled by students 
and alumni.”’ 

This plan will go entirely into effect next 
season, but it will be applied as much as 
possible to the sports of the Spring, and 
whenever necessary the President will con- 
fer with Prof. George E. Woodberry, who 
is Chairman of the Faculty Committee on 
Athletics, while on rowing matters, the 
conference will be with Francis S. Bangs. 

The students adopted the plan, but not 
without some mutterings. of discontent. 
One motion was made that the plan. be 
adopted, under protest, but it was voted 
down by a narrow margin, less than fifty 
casting ballots. 

The recently formed association, which 
was to have secured five hundred members 
at $5 each to provide a good financial 
foundation for the coming year, was dis- 
solved. Less than 150 members had been 
secured, and their dues were refunded. 
Mr. Bangs showed in his report that the 
present net deficiency for track, baseball, 
and lacrosse teams is $1,970.69. 


YACHT SENTA’S ROUGH TRIP. 


Long Overdue, the English Boat Reaches 
Greenport, L. I. 


After passing through as rough an ex- 
perience as a yacht is ever called upon 
to face, the English yacht Senta, twenty- 
one days out from Bermuda, arrived safely 
Yesterday morning at Greenport, L. I., just 


as it was feared that she must have gone 
down in the storm that recently ravaged 
The Senta ran into a hurri- 
cane-on March 27, and for three days she 
lay hove to with her hatches battened 
and her tiller lashed, showing a mere patch 
of a sail, and spreading oil on the moun- 
tainous seas that threatened to engulf her. 
For five days it was impossible for her 
Captain, W. Esson, to make any observa- 
tions, and when the storm finally abated 
it was found that she had been driven 134 
miles out of her course. At one time the 
Senta was within 250 miles of Montauk 
Point, when a second storm struck her, but 
she was driven outward further to sea, 
and in the calms and light winds that suc- 
ceeded the storm could make but slow 
headway toward port. 

The Senta left Yarmouth, Isle of Wight, 
Feb. 1, bound for Hamilton, Bermuda. For 
forty-two days the yacht was not heard 
from again, and it was feared that she had 
been lest; but on March 16 she sailed 
into port, reporting only variable winds, 
including heavy weather. She remained 
in Bermuda from the 16th to the 20th of 
March. 

On March 20 the yacht !eft Hamilton 
bound for Greenport,,where she arrived 

esterday morning, and proceeded to the 

Treenport Basin and Ccnstruction Com- 
pany’s yards, where she will have necessary 
repairs made, and where she will be fitted 
cut.fer the season. The total damage to 
the yacht was the breaking away of sev- 
eral shrouds and the carrying awav of her 
bobstay and starboard buiwark. Otherwise 
she is entirely uninjured, not,even the 
boats cn her deck having suffere. 

The Senta is a keel cutter, designed and 
tullt by Fife of Fairlie, and was purchased 
abroad last Winter by A. Howard Hinkle 
of the New York Yacht Club. €fhe left 
Southampton the latter part of January 
for Bermuda, but ran aground in the Solent 
and put back for examination. Her spars 
are re awaiting her, having arrived by 
the American Line about a month ago.

AWAY TWENTY-SIX

ished at the disfavor with which the pub- 
lic has received their twenty-six-million- 
dollar canal improvement project. Their 
astonishment is as little called for as 
their canal bill. 
one of the chief economic and commer- 
cial problems of the day minds trained 
and equipped in the ignoble school of or- 
ganization politics without any demon- 
strated capacity for tasks above the in- 
tellectual level of the achievements by 
which they have nourished rural ambi- 
tions within the sunshine of the boss’s

Neither in the Legislature nor in 
the Governorship is it the present Re- 


publican custom to place men of the 
grade of CLINTON, SEYMOUR, and TILDEN, 
who were, indeed, capable of formulat- 


ing broad-minded plans for the develop- 
ment of the canal system. Mr. RooseE- 
VELT, whose mental -processes are en- 
lightened if not always safe, had sense 
enough to see that he could not advise 
the people what to do about the canals. 
He recognized that it was not a matter 
of party politics, not a problem for the 
Sunday conference at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, but a question of commercial pol- 
icy and f.aance and engineering. He ac- 
cordingly appointed a commission of in- 
quiry consider whether the canals 
were worth saving, and how they could 
be saved and made most efficient. That 
commission consisted of Gen. FRANCIS V. 
GREENE, GEORGE E. GREEN, JOHN N. 
SCATCHERD, THOMAS W. SYMONS, FRANK 
S. WITHERBEE, and Epwarp A. Bonn, 
State Engineer and Surveyor, and JOHN 
N. PARTRIDGE, Superintendent of Public 
Works. It is a remarkable commentary 
upon the quality. and competence of the 
minds that are now serving the people at 
Albany that the recommendations of 
this commission of experts and men of 


to 


judgment were not simply ignored, but 
flatly rejected. 

The Governor and the Legislature have 
undertaken the enactment of the present 
bill well knowing that the plan it embod- 
ies was expressly condemned and re- 
jected by the Greene commission. Dis- 
missing all and sundry other plans for 
the improvement of the canals, that 
commission took up for examination two 
projects—the nine-foot deepening pro- 
posed in the bill now in the Legislature 
and the plan for a twelve-foot canal 
costing $62,000,000, which it recommend- 
ed for adoption. We quote its criticism 
of the plan for which the present bill 
provides: 

The smaller project is for boats 125 feet 


in length, 17% feet in width, and 8 feet 
draught, and a capacity of 450 tons, and 
the larger project is for boats 150 feet in 
length, 25 feet in width, and 10 feet in 


draught, with a capacity of 1,000 tons. The 
cost of transportation in one case will be 
88 hundredths of a mill per ton mile, or 
} 1-3 cents per bushel of wheat from Buf- 
falo to New York, and in the other case 
§2 hundredths of a ‘mill per ton mile, or 
eight-tenths of a cent per bushel of wheat 
from Buffalo to New, York. The cost of 
transporting a ton of freight from Buffalo 
to New York by the smaller project will 
be 44 cents, and by the larger project 20 
cents. The smaller canal will have a ca- 
pacity of 10,000.000 tons per annum, and 
on that tonnage the saving, as compared 
with the present canal, will be $4,300,000 
per annum, and on the same tonnage the 
saving on the larger canal will be $6,100,000 
per annum, but its capacity would be in 
excess of 20,000,000 tons per annum, and 
on that tonnage the saving as compared 
with the present canal would be $12.000,000 
per annum. As compared with the lowest 
rail rate ever quoted across the State of 
New York, the saving on tonnage of 
20,000,000 tons per annum would be nearly 
$18.000,000° per annum. 

As between these two projects, the un- 
dersigned are unanimously of the opinion 
that it is best for the State to adopt the 
larger project. * * * We are unwilling 
to recommend any temporary or partial 
settlement of the canal question. We do 
not believe the adoption of the smaller 
plan will result in permanent benefit to 
the State of New York, and as the money 
expended on the smaller project would be 
almost entirely wasted in case a larger 
project should be determined upon later on, 
we do not feel justified in recommending 
the expenditure of so large a sum as 
£21.000,000 for a temporary purpose. We 
feel confident that the larger project will 
result in a transportation cost across the 
State of New York. * * * far less than 
is possible by any railroad at any time 
within the Immediate future, ©? and 
would be a complete and permanent solu- 
tion of the canal problem. 


This criticism is absolutely destructive 
of the plan now before the Legislature. 


No capable business man would give it 


further consideration after so complete a 
demonstration of its improvident char- 
acter; and certainly the addition of 
$5,000,000 to the figures of the commis- 


sion’s estimate, making the cost $26,000,- 


000, does not increase its merit. If this 


bill should be passed the project would 
certainly be defeated by the people when 
it was submitted to them next Fall. The 


danger is that it would then be impos- 
sible to get the voters of the State td ap- 


prove the larger and competent plan. 
The very existence of the canal system is 
put in jeopardy by this ill-considered 
measure. 





A CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MIRACLE. 


At the dedication of a new Christian 
Science ‘meeting place in this city on 
Sunday last, an interestivg statement 
was made to the effect\that the members 
of the congregation had been instrumental 
in causing a miracle to be performed. 
The alleged miracle consisted in praying 
a change into the inscription on a ten- 
ton granite block. It appears that a mis- 
take was made in ordering the lettering” 
for this block, which was to be the cor- 
nerstone of the new Temple of Charla- 
tanry. When this was recognized in- 
structions were given to have it changed. 
Jt was too late, however, as the block 
had been shipped lettered as originally 
ordered. Nothing remained as a means 


ot correcting the mistake except prayer, 
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so the people who knew about it fell to 
praying vigorously that when the stone 
reached here it would be as they wanted 
it. And lo! when the case was stripped 
from it on the morning of the day of its 
dedication, the error was found to have 
been miraculously corrected and the in- 


scription appeared as it should be and 


not as it was cut by the contractor. 

The extent to which this silly tale is 
believed by the members of the congre- 
gation is, we think, a very fair test of the 
general intelligence of the sect. To tell it 
was an act of great temerity, since it is 
well calculated to make those who told it 
as ridiculous as those who believed it. Its 
uselessness for any purpose is shown by 
the fact that an attempt to substantiate 
it by affidavit or other documentary 
evidence would only serve to convince a 
skeptical public that there was collusion 
in lying among those seeking to trade 
upon the prestige of a “ fake’ miracle 
for mercenary purposes. People capa- 
ble of accepting such a story as evi- 
dence of anything else than that Chris- 
tian Science is neither Christian nor sci- 
entific, but a tissue of fraud and deceit, 
are too credulous to be at large. Of such 
is the kingdom of the bunko steerer and 
the purveyor of green goods to the un- 
suspecting ‘‘come on.” Should the fact 
be established that the inscription on 
the stone was not what the Building 
Committee ordered but what they subse- 
quently decided they wanted, one of two 
conclusions would be inevitable; either 
the stonecutter made a fortunate mis- 
take or some one had privately instruct- 
ed him how to correct the committee’s 
error. In either case the less said about 
it the better. Miracles in the domain of 
psychology are much safer to proclaim, 
since they may be doubted without shak- 
ing the faith of the credulous people who 
think them matters of personal experi- 
enee. Stone cutting, however, is some- 
what too practical an art to lend itself 
kindly to the purposes of ‘the miracle- 
monger in this age of cold-blooded de- 
ductive reasoning. 

If the Christian Scientists are already 
driven to such expedients to stimulate 
the faith of their following their ‘“ fin- 
ish”’ is in sight. A great many people 
who are capable of believing that spir- 
itual force acting through a receptive 
mind upon the organs of the body can 
expel or neutralize conditions commonly 
mistaken for disease or infirmity will 
find it difficult to believe that any 
amount of prayer will correct an error 
in an inscription cut in raised letters two 
inches long in a block of New Hamp- 
shire granite. Faith is proverbially elas- 
tic, but like things material it has its 
elastic limit, and when stretched beyond 
that point it takes a permanent set— 
which should not be mistaken for a per- 
manent sitting in the church where such 
practices are permitted. 





RUSSIA AS AN EXPORTER OF IRON. 

Students of industrial statistics will be 
interested in the announcement that 
Russia has made her first shipment of 
pig iron to a foreign market, and thus in 
a small way joined the ranks of the com- 
petitors for the trade of nations. The 
first cargo of Russian pig iron was 
shipped from Kertch, for delivery at 
Marseilles. The Russian press makes 
much of the event as the beginning of a 
movement which may perhaps be impor- 
tant to the future development of Rus- 
sian metallurgical industry. In the in- 
stance recorded the proximity of the pro- 
ducing works to the port of Kertch and 
the low cost of transportation by sea 
made the shipment profitable. 

This fact would seem to indicate that 
Russia is making progress in her mate- 
rial development, even though restrained 
by a system of government better adapt- 
ed to a barbarous than to a civilized 
country. The ‘‘ boom” which began in 
Europe in 1896 and gradually gained 
headway until it became the most mem- 
orable in the world’s history affected 
Russia as it had never been affected be- 
fore. Between 1896 and 1899 the annual 
production of Russian pig iron increased 
from two millions to three millions of 
tons, and many furnaces were under- 
taken under the direction of engineers 


trained in European and American prac- 
tice. Even now the activity in furnace 
building is remarkable, especially in the 


south, where plants are under construc- 
tion which will add not less than 500,000 


tons to the annual production. Influ- 
ences like this will tend powerfully to 
educate the people and to relax the ten- 


sion of Oriental despotism which has so 


long held Russia back and made her a 


dependent nation, though endowed by 
nature with a vast wealth of natural re- 
sources. It will be a long time before 
Russia becomes a factor of consequence 


in the competition for industrial suprem- 
acy, but a beginning in that direction is 


a powerful stimulus to internal devel- 
opment, and a small shipment of pig iron 


to France may be the beginning of a se- 
quence of cause and effect from which 
great results will ultimately follow. 





A PRIMA DONNA’S PREROGATIVE. 

When Mr. Ernest VAN Dyck, the wit- 
tiest person in Mr. WauRiIcH GRav’s opera 
company, said, “ Jean pe Reszke is the 
last of the prima donnas,” he forgot the 
Australian nightingale, Mme. MELBa. It 
seems; however, that this eminent dis- 
penser of trills and grupetti never forgets 
her own position. On Monday night in 
Boston in ‘“* Romeo et Juliette,""’ Mr. Ep- 
OUARD DE RESszKB, the basso, celebrated 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of his ap- 
pearance on the operatic stage, and some 
of his friends sent him large “ floral of- 
ferings.”” These were carried to the stage 
when the potion scene had ended, and the 
big basso naturally desired to parade be- 
hind the footlights in company with the 
Juliet of the evening, Mme. MELBA, and 
receive his tributes, But Mme. M®LBA 
stood on her dignity-as a prima donna. 
She was not willing to officiate as the 
appendaxe to a basso’a celebration. She 
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held that in the etiquette of the operatic 
stage she was the only person in that 
east entitled to have flowers handed to 
her over the footlights, and that no’such 
proceeding could take place when she 
was on the stage except in her honor. 
The result was that Mr, pE ReszKE had 
to receive his flowers privately behind 
the scenes. 

Far be it from us to attempt to deter- 
mine the rights and privileges of a prima 
donna. But—‘tantaene animis celesti- 
bus irae”? Do truly great artists have 
such small ideas? Does any one forget 
the inimitable grace with which Mme. 
Patti, a singer of some fame in her day, 
was wont, when she received flowers, to 
pluck some particularly large bloom from 
the cluster and hand it over the foot- 
lights to her conductor, ArpiT1? Now, 
no one ever suspected ARDITI, or any 
other person, of being the prima donna 
when Patti was in sight. Yet she found 
it not inconsistent with her dignity to 
give flowers to ARpITI. And when mem- 
bers of her company were honored with 
the much-prized “floral tributes,”’ she 
used to join in the applause of’ the au- 
dience. It is not on record that she lost 
any of her importance in the public mind 
through such action. 

Now, there are people mean enough to 
say that Mme. PaTTr had no need to fear 
the competition of any other singer on 
the stage, while Mme. MeELBA—well, let 
us not be ungracious. These are dark 
days for a hard-working colorature so- 
prano, for the Isoldes and the Briinn- 
hildes are having a wide sweep, and 
perhaps it really is necessary for a Juliet 
or a Lucia to imitate the elder Brutus, 
of whom Cassius remarked that he would 
have “ brooked the eternal devil to keep 
his state in Rome as earily as a King.” 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Though defense of the use of deception 
in the capture of AGUINALDO is easy 
enough, it is still necessary to perform the 
task with some care—with more, for in- 
stance, than is shown by a contributor to 
Harper’s Weekly who tries to work out the 
theory that while the plan devised and 
executed by Gen. FUNSTON involved acts 
in themselves distasteful to gentlemen, yet, 
as a part of war, the conduct of which 
absolutely requires the doing of things in- 
finitely more distasteful, the lack of nicety 
in those acts is hardly worth consideration. 
Then he says: 

A nice way to have caught AGUINALDO would 
have been to invite him in to afternoon tea and 
put beeswax or some other adhesive substance 
on his chair. That would have been in better 
taste than Gen. FUNSTON’S way, if only it 
could have been made to work. 

Would it really have been in better taste? 
For our part, we regard the joke as sound- 
er than the reasoning, and are prepared, 
for once, to join the anti-imperialists in 
exclamations of horror. What, invite a 
man to tea, and then, when he has accept- 
ed the invitation and has entered your 
house in the sacred réle of guest, betray 
his confidence in the manner suggested! 
All the laws of hospitality are against the 
very thought of such conduct. Even on the 
grounds of taste, therefore, we hold with 
Gen, FuNSTON, and urge his friendly critic 
to admit that the scheme of the Kansas 
man, as a war scheme, was all right. Un- 
less one contends that all war is wrong 
as well as lamentable, it is necessary to 
confess that to kill an enemy and to de- 
stroy his property in the course of military 
operations are justifiable, for that is what 
war is. And if gentlemen can kill and de- 
stroy, are they to revolt at impositions on 
the enemy’s credulity? 





——Modern weapons, throwing their pro- 
jectiles so much faster and further than did 
even their immediate predecessors, are 
changing the appearance of warfare in .a 
most remarkable way, and promise soon to 
deprive it of almost all its value as a theme 
for poets and a spectacle for painters. The 
brilliant uniforms of the past have become 
too dangerous for real soldiers to wear, and 
the impressive evolutions of men and horses 
in great masses will probably never be seen 
again on or near a field of battle.

tents of the color that makes as little con- 
trast as possible with the ordinary land- 
scape. These innovations will cause a little 
artistic regret, but it can hardly be regarded 
as a bad thing that war is losing the inci- 


dental beauties it once possessed, for with 
the beauties will go the romance and the 
delusions that went with it, and the un- 
lovely remainder will be seen as it is, the 
sternest and cruelest of necessities.

Methodist Pastor Adopts Christian 
Science as His Faith. 
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REPLY TO GOV. ALLEN. 


Commissioner Borda Declares Porto 
Rico Is Not Prosperous—The Rev- 


enue Law Condemned. 
Replying to the public utterances of Gov. 
Allen of Porto Rica since his arrival in 
Washington Wenceslao Borda, Porto Rican 
Commissioner, yesterday made a State- 
ment, in part as follows: 
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The Rev. S. E. Simonson’s Letter of 
Withdrawal—Heated Discussion 
at the Session. 





At the first regular session of the New 
York East Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, held at the Hanson 
Place Methodist Church, Brooklyn, a heat- 
ed discussion was caused by the report of 
the action of a clergyman who had left the 
Methodist Church to become a Christian 


Scientist. The Rev. James S. Chadwick, 
Presiding Elder of the Brooklyn South 
District, in finishing his report of the 


year’s work, read a letter from the Rev, 
8. E. Simonson, pastor of the Norwegian 
Bethelship, which was in part as follows: 


While I am profoundly grateful] for all that 
has come to me through the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, I now feel that the time has come 
when, in simple justice to myself, I must with- 
draw from membership of said Church, and also 
that the same take effect just as soon as you 
can conveniently release me, which J hope will 
be at the end of this quarter. 

The reason for this seemingly radical step is 
this: I have been forced by circumstances to 
make an honest and impartial investigation into 
the teachings of Christian Science, and have 
found them to be in accordance with thé teach- 
ings of Christ and capable of such clear demon- 
Stration that, to my mind, no honest and im- 
partial mind can conscientiously ignore or dis- 
regard them when once understood. 

It was through Christian Science that I was 
given back my health, when a number of 
eminent physicians had given me up. But thts 
was not all. ere came to me such a spiritual 
insight into the Word a such a power from 
God, the like of which I d never known till I 
came in touch with the Truth as taught by 
these people. 

I will surrender my credentials as soon as I 
am réleased from further service. I respectfully 
ask that the conference will please return the 
same in accordance with paragraph No. 161 of 
the discipline. Yours as ever for the cause of 
Christ, 

Before any motion could be put, Bishop 
James N. FitzGerald, the presiding offi- 


cer, said that he did not think that the 
certificate of ordination could be returned 


to Mr. Simonson. 


Dr. B. M. Adams said that Christian 
Scientists had no recognized standing, and 


declared that it would be wrong to sur- 
render Mr. Simonson's credentials to him. 

The Rev, Joseph Pullman, Presiding 
Elder of the New York District, attacked 
the Christian Scientists, saying: 

‘‘They have repudiated the personality 
of God and the deity of Christ, and have 
Mrs. Eddy as their Christ. We are not 
ready to recognize such institutions, and 
we should refrain from any action which 
would mean their recognition.”’ 

The Rev. Alexander McLean asked what 
the result would be if some of the mem- 
bers wanted to go to the Mormon Church, 
and said: 

*“f would return parchments to a@ man 
going into the Mormon Church as quickly 
as I would to one who joined the Christian 
Scientists.”’ ; 

After further discussion, Dr. D. G, Dow- 
ney offered a motion to the effect that, 
‘“‘while this conference repudiates Mr. 
Simonson’s idea of Christianity, it accepts 
his withdrawal.”’ A further amendment, 
providing that Mr. Simonson’s credentials 

e not returned to him, was accepted, and 
the resolution was adopted by the confer- 
ence. 

The Rev. Mr. Pullman caused some ex- 

itement by. denouncing trusts while read- 
ng his report. He said in part: 

“Several of the churches in my district, 
as well as the towns in which they are 
situated, have been almost ruined by those 
modern missionary societies called trusts. 
Factories and houses are to let in many 
New England towns where once varied 
industries furnished bread and independ- 
ence to a churchgoing people. The Church 
of the ‘ plain people’ is bound to suffer, 
and that is the Methodist Church.” 

This statement was greeted with pro- 
longed applause. The conference then took 
a recess. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. O. F. 
Bartholow and the Rev. George N. Wenner 
of New York spoke on “The Systematie 
Training of the Young in View of Church 
Membership.’ The Rev, Benjamin M. Ad- 
ams of Bethel, Conn., and the Rev. W. C. 
Street of Brooklyn, discussed the same 
subject, 

In the evening the Rev. Newell Dwight 
Hillis of Plymouth Church spoke on “ The 
New Problem of the Preacher and the 
Church,”

“The questions at issue between Gov. Al- 
len and the Commissioners are merely 

two: First, whether his administration of 
Porto Rico has been conducive to the p-os- 
perity and welfare of the island, and, sec- 
ondly, whether the Hollander Revenue law 
was such a méasure as should hive been 
hastily, and, without a hearing. approved 


by the Chief Executive of Porto Rico. 
Gov. Allen says that the members of the 
so-called commission are forcigners: one 
a Spaniard, one a South American, and 
one an Englishman. We fail completely 
to see how this assertion, even if true, 
could affect the merits of our case. 

‘*Commissioner Balbas is a native Porto 
Rican. Although born in London I have 
been for the last fourteen years a mem- 
ber of the New York bar, and ever since 
my majority a citizen of the United States. 
The charge, or objection, therefore, that 
the Commissioners are foreigners is un- 
sustainable, 

“Gov. Allen states that Porto Rico has 
never before in its history been so pros- 
perous; that more persons are employed 
to-day than ever before; that the sugar 
crop will yield 100,000 tons, He gives, how- 
ever, no facts or figures to substantiate 
these assertions. .They are, therefore, mere 
statements of an interested official. There 
is no more truth in them than in his first 
affirmation that we were tax-dogers. 

Now comes a Porto Rican labor leader, 
Santiago Iglesias, with a petition signed 
ff 6,000 workingmen, which declares that 
the condition of Porto Rico could not be 
worse. That Porto Rico is not prosperous 
is eloquently and conclusively shown by 
the customs statistics. 

“It is misleading to compare the exports 
and imports of this re with those of the 
years of the war and hurricane. The con- 
trast should be meen to be fair, with the 
fiscal year just previous to our occupation 
of Porto Rico, and with the present fiscal 
year. The exports during the former year 
amounted to about 19,000,000 pesos, or 
$11,400,000; the imports to about 18,000,000 
pesos, or $10,800,000—a balance of trade in 
favor of the island of 1,000,000 pesos, or 
$600,000. The exports from May 1, 1900, to 
Feb. 28, 1901, were $5,814,083, and the im- 
ports $8,100,000, a balance of trade against 
the island of $2,285,917, which is wholly 
unsupportable and spells ruin, when it is 
recal ed that our circulation is less than 
$2,000,000 and that Porto Rico has lost her 
credits in_the commercial world.

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FOR CATHOLIC EDUCATION 


Delegates Meet in Chicago to Unify 
Work of the Church. 








Mgr. Conaty Says Secularized instruc 
tion Threatens to Destroy All 
Private Effort. 






























































































































CHICAGO. April 10,—Improvement of the 
Catholic educational system and plans for 
unifying the educational work of the 
Church, and raising it to a level in effect- 
iveness with the State and non-sectarian 
institutions for higher learning, were dis- 
cussed at the third annual convention of 
representatives of Catholic colleges, which 
opened here to-day. 

The Right Rev. Mgr. Conaty, rector of 
the Catholic University at Washington and 
President of the association, called the con- 
vention to order, In his annual address 
he discussed ‘‘ The Catholic College in the 
Twentieth Century.”’ He said in part: 

“Entering upon the new century the 
Catholic educational system in America 


must be prepared to meet with difficulties 
that will test its strength to the utmost. 
The unification of education under State 
control has established a mighty machine 
of secularized instruction, which threatens 
to destroy all private effort either on 
the part of individuals or the Church, It 
is important to meet unification by unifi- 
cation, to so strengthen the Catholic educa- 
tional system that it may defend itself 
against all attacks, and save the religious 
instruction of its people from the dangers 
of non-religious education. 

* Entering into a general view of the sit- 
uation which presents itself, it is impor- 
tant to realize the meaning of the facts 
which face us. Among these facts must be 
reckoned the State school system, with its 
rapidly: increasing high school and even 
coilege development, the tendency to do 
away with the college by uniting the high 
school to the university, the establishment 
of educational institutions of all sorts en- 
dowed by private munificence of non-Cath- 
olies and attracting Catholic students be- 
cause these schools have not the character 
of State institutions, the tendency of the 
universities to control the State schools, to 
dictate the examination of teachers, and 
to demand the untyersity degree or approv- 
al as a condition of appointment."’ 

To offset these conditions, said Dr. Cone 
aty, the Catholic Church spent last year in 
the United States the sum of $25,000,000 on 
education, chiefly in parochial schools, and 
exclusive of what was spent in academic, 
collegiate. and university education, He 
contended that a most important issue in 
Catholic educational work is in the devel- 
opment of Catholic high schools, which are 
the necessary links hetween the parochial 
schools and. the Catholic colleges. If the 
high school movement be overlooked or 
neglected, the parochial school system is 
in danger of becoming a feeder for the pub- 
lic high school and thus leading its grad- 
uates to the non-Catholic college or uni- 
versity. 

The Rev. James A. Burns, President of 
Holy Cross College, Washington, D. C., fol- 
lowed with an address on ‘‘ The Catholic 
High School Movement.” 

A eommunication was read from the 
Papal Delegate, Archbishop Martinelli, ex- 
pressing hearty sympathy with the pur- 
poses of the conference, especially the uni- 
fication and co-ordination of Catholic edu- 
cational work. The communication said, in 
part; 

‘We live in times when natural values 
are appreciated first. Catholic education, 
it is true, offers first, and as most impor- 
tant, supernatural value. This it must and 
shall always continue to do. But there is 
no reason why it should not offer at the 
same time a natural value equal to and sur- 
passing that which non-Catholic education 
can possibly hope to_offer.”’ 

A message was received from Cardinal 
Gibbons, saying: ‘*‘ We cannot too much in- 
sist on the great advantages to be derived h 
from concerted action on the part of our ; 
edueational leaders. Above all, unify your 
system and march with serried ranks in the 
great cause of Christian enlightenment.” 

A feature to-morrow will be the report of 
a special committee on Catholic college 
entrance conditions.

IN TRE NEW CHARTER 


Gov. Odell Says There Is Not a 
“Job” in the Bill. 








THE ADVERTISING CLAUSE 


Mr. Allds Says It Is Not True that It 


Will Cost $160,000—Wildcat 
é Criticisms, He Adds. 








ALBANY, April 10.—‘‘I never said the 
charter would have to be amended @nd 
never suggested any amendments, I don’t 
believe there is a so-called ‘job’ in the 
bill. I am familiar with the amendments.” 

Gov. Odell made this statement this 
morning. Having regard to what has been 
said by the leaders, the following may be 
stated for a certainty: 

That there will not be any amendments 


to the New York charter by individual 
ills. 

That the charter at present in the May- 
ors hands will be passed over his veto if 
he vetoes it. 

Leader Allds said this morning: “ The 
charter bill was carefully considered. The 
criticisms are wildcat ones. The charter 
does not go into effect until January of 
next year, and if any serious trouble is 
found with it during the first month or so 
amendments correcting them can be made. 

“The statements about the newspaper 
printing costing $160,000 are not true. dt 
won't cost anything of the kind. The ad- 
vertising for the various papers is confined 
to the boroughs in which the improvement 
advertised is to be done. Now it does not 
stand to reason that the boroughs outside 
of Manhattan and Bronx will have any- 
thing like the advertising fees of those bor- 
Dughs. It was found upon investigation 
that The City Record did not reach peopl@, 
and it was also found that the city rates 
for advertising are so low in comparison 
to merchants that many New York city 
papers will not accept the advertising. 

“As to the private school section, well, I 
don’t think anybody will violate the Consti- 
tution.” 

Assemblyman McKeown to-day ~intro- 
duced a bill amending the New York City 
charter so as to provide that instead of the 
corporation notices being published in four 
dai newspapers in Queens and two each 
in Richmond and Bronx Boroughs, it shall 
be left discretionary with the city authori- 
ties whether such notices shall be pub- 
lished in one paper in each of the boroughs 
mentioned. 

Mr. Allds moved that the bill have its 
first reading and go to the Cities Commit- 
tee. Mr. McKeown asked for unanimous 
consent to advance his bill to second read- 
ing. Mr. Vacheron of Queens objected, and 
the bill took the usual course. 

Mr. Kelsey and Mr. McKeown indulged in 
@ Httle side talk, the latter saying that the 
City Club had denounced that portion of 
the bill relating to newspaper publications 
for which $160,000 was to be spent. 

“Oh, the City Club objects to anything 
nnd éverything,’’ retorted Mr. Kelsey. ‘‘Is 
the gentleman from Kings willing to take 
fts advice apes other subjects?”

CHARTER JOKES AND “ JOKERS.” 


Ddd Provision in Clause Relating to 
Personating a Policeman, 
Special to The New-York Times. 


ALBANY, April 10.—Something has been 
Said about the “ joxers"’ concealed in the 
New York charter. ‘There ore not only 

jokers”’ but jokes. The following is a 
&e¢mple of the charter’s jokes: 

Penalty for personating policemen and for 
willful neglect of police: It shall be a mis- 
Wemeanor punishable by imprisonment in the 
}enitentiary for not less than one year, nor 
exceeding two years, or by a fine of not less 
than $250, or the forfeiture of his position, for 
any member of the police force to willfully 
neglect to make any arrest for an offense against 
the law of the State or any ordinance in force 
in the City of New York; and it shall be a mis- 
demeanor, punishable in,a like manner, for any 
person not @ member of the police force to 
falsely represent himself as being such a mem- 
ber, &c. 

The new matter in this paragraph con- 
gists of the words “ or the forfeiture of his 
y-osition,”’ in the first clause, and the words, 
“‘and it shall be a misdemeanor punishable 
in a like manner,” in the second clause. 
It will thus be apparent that the change 
made in the charter provides that-a per- 
s0n not a member of the force, who imper- 
sonates a member of the force, shall be dis- 
missed from th» force. ¢ 

A member of the Assembly Cities’Com- 
mittee, when asked about this psragraph 
to-day, admitted that the wording was a 
ridiculous blunder, but explained that what 
the member who offered the amendment 
was endeavorirg to provide against was the 
in:personation of an cfficer by any door- 
keeper or attendant in police stations.

American Magazine the Chief Subject.of 
Discussion—Walter H. Page Tells 
Some Secrets About the 
Editor’s Chair, 


Walter H. Page, formerly editor of The 
Atlantic Monthly, and now of The World’s 
Work, was one of the speakers who dis- 


cussed ‘‘ The American Magazine’’ at last 
mars dinner of the Sphinx Club in the 
aldorf-Astoria. He had’ many surprises 
for his hearers, describing ideals of maga- 
vine editing that they evidently thought 
very remarkable, but yet commendable. 

‘““The power of the American magazine,” 
he said, ‘and the fact that it is greater 
than the agnemnes of any other nation are 
due to the National spirit of this country, 
not to any editor or set of editors. With 
all due respect to my friend, Mr. Harms- 
worth of London, his job-lot magazines 
would not be read by a yellow puppy ina 
back _—, here. The American public de- 
mands a high-class of magaaines—a higher 
class and better arranged issues than any 
editor has yet given them. 

“I’ve never yet seen a single issue of a 
Single magazine that was worthy of the 
patronage that awaited it or that would 
arene it if it were everything it should 

e. 
“IT would name moral earnestness as the 
point in equipment of first importance for 
the American magazine editor whe seeks 
to make the ideal magazine. Next to that, 
he ought to have a through-and-through 
peewee of the American people, from 
Cape Cod to Los Angeles. There is no such 
thing as provincialism in magazine editing 
here any longer. 

“The editor, too, should have a well- 
trained sense of literary values, but he 
should not think that a magazine ought 
to have anything to do with literature. 
The making of magazines is mot literature; 
it is journalism. Those editors who are 
trying to get out mee literature are 
making dull magazires, which will get yet 
more dull. 

“It is not the magazine that ought to 
produce literature, but the book. No maga- 
zine issue of March should have anything 
in it that could with equal propriety be 
printed in April or in May. In so far as 
an editor transgresses this principle, just 
s0 far does he go outside his true attri- 
butes as the ideas editor.” 

The speaker prophesied for America an 
early approach of a period of real litera- 
ture. e said his opinion on this point was 
due to a consideration of the present all- 

rvading activity of the American people. 

he preblem before the American magazine, 
he continued, was to interpret this activ- 
ity in writing. 

“The good editor,’ he went on, “ ought 
to be able to see just how far each phase 
of development in our life has advanced, 
and then to point out how it can go a little 
further. 

**Men are divided everywhere into two 
classes. They live in two houses—the house 
of ‘do’ and the house of ‘don't.’ It is for 
the former that “a American magazine 





must be written. The latter, who end 
their time wailing about the faults of their 
home land and chying that this Republic is 
all wickedness, d6 not deserve magazines. 
A man who does not believe up and down 
in th eat American spirit, in democratic 
institutions, and the eternal development 
of them under American rule, ought to be 
hanged if he tries to edit a magazine.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John Thomas Duffield. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PRINCETON, N. J., April 10.—Prof. John 
Thomas Duffield, D. D., LL. D., died at his 
home, on University Place, here at 8 o’colck 
this morning. His death was caused by 
heart disease. He had been ill for a few 


days with asthma and seemed to be recoy- 
ering, when death suddenly came. He was 
bern in McConnellisburg, Penn., Feb. 19, 
1828. Dr. Duffield had been a member of 
the Princeton Faculty since 1845, when he 
became a_tutor. ‘He was graduated from 
Princeton with the class of ‘41 and took 
charge of the mathematical department, 
Union Academy, Philadelphia. e after- 
ward studied in the Theological Seminary at 
Princeton. He was appointed tutor of Greek 


in 1845. From 1847 to 1850 he was Adjunct 
Professor of Mathematics, and in 1 he 
was appointed to a full professorship. In 


1849 he was licensed to preach in_the Pres- 
byterian Church. The degree of D. D. was 
conferred upon him by Princeton in 1872, 
and Lake Forest University in 1890 honored 
him with the degree of LL. D. 

Prof. Duffield had contributed much dur- 
ing the last few years to current religious 
literature, having written a great deal in 
advocacy of the revision of the Westmin- 
ster Confession of Faith. Since his retire- 
ment from active professorial duties he had 
been Chairman of thé Facutly Committee 
on Scholarships and Charitable Funds. In 
the administration of this office, he came 
into sympathetic touch with many of the 
students, especially those in need of finan- 
cial assistance. A wife and five children+ 
three sons and two daughters—survive him. 
The daughters, Sarah and Helen, have their 
home in Princeton. The sons — the Rev. 
Dr. Howard Duffield, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church of New York; Henry 
Duffield, Assistant Treasurer of Princeton 
University, and Edward A. Duffield, a law- 
yer, living in East Orange, N The fu- 
neral will take place on Saturday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock from Marquand Chapel. The

Dr. William Jay Youmans. 
Dr. William Jay Youmans, for many years 
the editor of Popular Science Monthly, 


died yee at his home in Mount Ver- 
non of typhoid fever after an illness that 
lasted ten days. A year ago, when Apple- 
tons were in difficulty, the Science Monthly 
was transferred to other interests. Dr. 
Youmans then severed his connection with 
it and retired frofm active life. 

Dr. Youmans was much interested in a 
farm which he owned in the hills near Sara- 
tega, N. Y. He was born near this farm on 
Oct. 14, 1838, and began his education in a 
district school in the neighborhood. Dr. 
Youmans studied chemistry with his 
brother, Edward Livingstone Youmans, at 
Columbia College, and at Yale Scientific 
School. He was graduated in medicine from 
New York University in 1865. He was mar- 
+ 1866 to Celia Greene of Galway, 


He established the Popular Science Month- 
ly in 1872, and was its sole editor from the 
time of the death of his brother, who was 
associated with him in its management. 
Dr. Youmans, though sixty-two years of 
age, was, up to his last illness, devoted to 
out-of-door exercise and to athletics. He 
lived during the Winter at Mount Vernon. 
He leaves a wife, a son, Dr. Vincent D. 
Youmans, and two daughters, Mary You- 
mans and Dr. Alice C. Youmans, who re- 
cently began to practice medicine in this 
city. Dr. Youmans’s remains will be buried 
— his birthplace on the outskirts of Sara- 
oga. 








The Rev. Martin Dowling. 


The Rey. Martin Dowling, for many years 
pastor of the Roman Catholic Church of 
Our Lady of Mercy, at Port Chester, died 


at his home at that place Tuesday. He was 
seventy-six years old. He was the son of 
a well-to-do farmer of County Kilkenny, 
Ireland. He studied at Kilkenny College, 
Waterford, and Carlow, in the last-named 
place being a student with Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia. He came to this 
country while yet a young man, and was 
ordanied by Archbishop Hughes at the 
Fordham Seminary in 1858. After fourteen 
months’ service as assistant in the New 
Rochelle Parish, he was placed in charge 
of the Port Chester Parish, which was 
formed at that time, and continued in ac- 
tive service at that post until failing health 
compelled his retirement, as pastor emeri- 
tus, fourteen years ago. Father Dowling 
was said to be the wealthiest priest in the 
archdiocese as a result of wise real estate 
investments. He was a lover of fine horses, 
and sometimes had as many as twenty on 
his farm on the Boston Post Road.

He had lived in Brooklyn for 
fifteen years, and leaves a widow and two 
daughters, one of whom is the wife of 
Lieut. T. R. Salisbury, United States Navy, 
and the other the wife of Lieut. F. G. 
Thomas, Assistant Naval Constructor at 
the Mare Island Navy Yard. The funeral 
services were held last night.

The | 
interests of stockholders are safeguarded 
not by legislation merely, but by the ir< 
resistible pressure of public opinion. 

Hence it is a warrantable conclusiom 
that in the speculation now beginning, 
and which many authorities believe wilh 
be the most extended ever known, the; 
public investor will not have to conten 
against chicanery and fraud, but can 
wage the combat for gain on fair terms, 
and so the reward of each investor cam 
be in proportion to the intelligence he 
displays.
